U. S. Air Forces in Europe .

HE U. S. Air Forces in Europe began 
operations in August, 1945, replacing 
the U. S. Strategic Air Forces in Europe. 
Headquarters was established in Wies- 
™baden, Germany, some 20 miles south- 
west of Frank- 
furt, headquar- 
ters of the Euro- 
pean Theater. 

With chang- 
ing conditions in 
the U. S. Zones 
of Occupation 
of Germany and 
Austria since the 
summer of 1945, 
the mission of 
the U. S. Air 
Forces in Durope 
has evolved to 
meet these con- 
ditions. 

Completion of 
many projects 
with which USAFE was faced in the first 
months of its existence as an occupation 
Air Force has necessarily changed some 
of the objectives of its mission, An ex- 
ample of one of these early projects 
which has been completed was the de- 
militarization of the Luftwaffe. This in- 
cluded the destruction of equipment 
which could not be used by Air Force ex- 
perts for study and development. 

The mission of the U. 8S, Air Forces in 
Europe today is threefold: (1) to sup- 
port the, foreign policies of the United 
States Government in the European, 
Mediterranean, and Middle East areas, 
(2) to assist in the enforcement of the 
Military Government of Germany by pro- 
viding limited air lift and limited air 
power, and, (3) to dispose of that surplus 
and excess U. S. property remaining in 
Air Force units in Europe. 

In the implementation of this three- 
fold mission, the U. 8S. Air Forces in 

rope has outlined a broad program of 
action. Such a program involves provid- 
ing the necessary facilities to insure the 
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Successful operation of commercial air * 


carriers. It also involves the reorganiza- 
tion of the air transportation system 
throughout Europe by supporting all 

- §. commitments to the International 
Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO) and 
by permitting use by civil aviation of fa- 
cilities and installations operated for the 
military. 

Protection of assigned areas of occupa- 
tion and zones of responsibility and the 
Maximum practicable operational mobil- 
ity of all units are integral parts of the 
USAF program in carrying out its mis- 
sion. Tactical units equipped with fighter 
and reconnaissance aircraft are main- 
tained in a state of readiness by con- 
tinuous training. Included in this air 
training are long range navigational mis- 
Sions by fighters, simulated escort and 
interception missions, and routine bomb-

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Forced Elimination and Retirement of Regular

Army-Air Approved; 

The House of Representatives on 14 
June voted to accept the Senate’s amend- 
ments to HR 2744, thus obviating the 
necessity of a conference and sending di- 
rectly to the President the bill providing 
for force eliminations and retirements in 
the Army and Air Force and setting up a 
system of non-disability retirements in 
the National Guard and the Reserve com- 
ponents of all the Armed Forces. 

House acceptance of the Senate amend- 
ments, done on motion of Representative 
Leroy Johnson (R-Calif.), sends the mea- 
sure to the White House in exactly the 
same form as that described in detail in 
the Senate Committee’s report which was 
published in full in last week’s issue of 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

Inasmuch as the similar bill that was 
originally sent to Congress in the 79th 


Reserve System Set Up 
Congress had the administration’s ap- 
proval, there seems to be no doubt that 
the President will sign this one. 

Approval of the bill will bring to an 
end a struggle of more than two years to 
provide for officers and enlisted men of 
the Army and Air Force the same privi- 
leges of retirement in the highest war- 
time temporary rank as were given to the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
early in 1946. The Navy submitted its 
bill to Congress in the fall of 1945 and it 
was enacted after a short discussion. The 
Army did not send their measure up until 
early in 1946 and included in it the new 
system of forced elimination, designed to 
replace class B, and the proposed non- 
disability retirements for the civilian 
components. The measure passed the

Call Reserve Officers 

Enactment of draft legislation will 
mean the calling of an additional 20,000 
reserve officers to volunteer for extended 
active duty with the Army, it was stated 
this week. 

The proposed 20,000 increase would be 
almost entirely in officers of company 
grades and most from the combat arms, 
although a few from the services would 
be needed. 

It is the present plan to bring these in 
at the rate of about 3,000 per month for 
seven months. 

A survey sent out some time ago by the 
Department of the Army has brought in 
a large number of returns but tabulation 
of the results has not been entirely com- 
pleted. However, it has shown that there 
probably will not be too great difficulty in 
securing the necessary number of volun- 
teers. 

Instead of taking up the Senate-passed 
Selective Service measure, the House this 
week opened debate on its own bill, H.R. 
6401. 

Immediately debate began, there were 
a series of amendments offered from the 
floor, most of them being rejected by 
voice vote ; however, tentative adoption of 
one would reduce service of selectees 
from two years to one, while another 
amendment by the Committee on Armed 
Services for postponement of induction 
for at least 90 days was tentatively 
adopted. The Senate bill provides for in- 
ductions immediately the bill is signed 
into law. 





Pay Board Conferences 

Members of Secretary Forrestal’s 
Civilian Advisory Commission on Service 
Pay and those working on the Committee 
on Civilian Components (Gray Board) 
are holding a series of conferences to iron 
out any differences which may’ exist in 
their reports to Secretary Forrestal. 

The Civilian Commission on Service 
Pay is reported to be in the process of 
drafting its final report resulting from 
the overall study of service pay inaugu- 
rated early this year. The Committee on 
Civilian Components is reported to have 
completed its final report which among 
other things deals with pay, benefits and 
allowances for components. 





Units Transferred from AFF

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Rearrange Navy Shore 
Districts; Abolish 7th 


Abolishment of the Seventh Naval Dis- 
trict and Gulf Sea Frontier Command 
will be effected on 1 Sept., according to a 
Navy announcement this week, 

At the same time, the Navy said, a num- 
ber of boundary changes in the geographic 
areas of the naval districts within the 
United States will be effected. 

The changes, which have been under 
study for several months, are being made 
to facilitate the administration of the 
Shore Dstablishment of the Navy, and 
will result in a closer alignment of the 
naval districts with the Army’s area com- 
mands. 

The following changes are to be made: 

The Seventh Naval District, with head- 
quarters at Jacksonville, Fla., will be dis- 
established. Its area will be incorporated 
into the Sixth Naval District, with head- 
quarters at Charleston, 8. C. 

The area of the Sixth Naval District 
will be further increased to include the 
states of Alabama, Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi, which are now in the Eighth Naval 
District, whose headquarters are at New 
Orleans, 

The boundary of the Sixth Naval Dis- 
trict and the Fiftli Naval District, whose 
headquarters are at Norfolk, Va., will be 
redrawn to place all of North Carolina 
in the area of responsibility of the Com- 
mandant, Sixth Naval District. 

The area of Mercer County, N. J., in 
which Trenton is situated, will be trans- 
ferred from the Third Naval District, 
whose headquarters are at New York 
City, to the Fourth Naval District, with 
headquarters at Philadelphia. 

The area of the Ninth Naval District, 
with headquarters at Chicagy, will be ex- 
tended to include the states of Colorado 
and Wyoming, currently in the Twelfth 
and Thirteenth Naval Districts, whose 
headquarters are at San Francisco and 
Seattle, respectively. 

The headquarters of the Chief of Naval 
Air Advanced Training, will remain at 
Jacksonville. 

In a further change in the organization 
of the naval shore command, the Gulf 
Sea Frontier Command will be abolished 
on 30 June, and its area incorporated in- 
to the Eastern Sea Frontier, under com- 
mand of Admiral Thomas C. Kinkaid, 
USN, with headquarters at New York 
City. Rear Adm, Lawrence F. Reifsnider, 
USN, who is in command of the Gulf 
Sea Frontier, with headquarters at New 
Orleans, will remain there and continue 
as Commandant, Bighth Naval District. 

After the Seventh Naval District is dis- 
established there will be 10 naval dis- 
tricts within the United States, and four 
outside the continental limits. The nu- 
merical designations of the districts will 
remain unchanged, as they were after 
the Second Naval District and the Six- 
teenth Naval District were disestablished. 

The Second Naval District, which in- 
cluded the coastal area from Chatham, 
Mass., to New London, Conn., with head- 
quarters at Newport, R. L., was disestab- 
lished in 1919. The Sixteenth Naval Dis- 
trict, including the Philippine Islands, 
with headquarters at Cavite, was officially 
disestablished in January 1946,

Medical Selections 


The Selection Board appointed for the 
purpose of recommending Regular Army 
officers of the Medical Corps, Dental 
Corps, and Medical Service Corps for 
promotion to the permanent grades of 
Lieutenant Colonel, Major and Captain, 
has completed its list of selections and 
is now awaiting returns from professional 
medical examinations of eligible officers 
as required by law. 

Spokesmen for the Medical Depart- 
ment state that as soon as all returns 
on medical examinations are received the 
list will be made public. It was further 

’ explained that since the examinations 
are being taken in all parts of the world 
considerable further delay is expected 
before the Selection Board’s findings are 
made known. 

Maj. Gen. Albert W. Kenner is Presi- 
dent of the Selection Board for the Medi- 
eal officers. Other members include Brig. 
Gen. Joseph I. Martin, Brooke Army Cen- 
ter, Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.; Brig. Gen. 
Walter D. Lowe, Office of the Surgeon 
General; Col. John M. Hargreaves, Office 
of the Air Surgeon; Col. Edwin H. Rob- 
erts, Fitzsimons General Hospital, Den- 
ver, Colo.; Lt. Col. Harold C. McKihley, 
Adjutant General’s Department; and 
Maj. Clarence N. Keen, Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department. 

The Medical Corps selection board will 
announce the selection of 200 officers for 
promotion to the permanent grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Regular Army, 
200 will be selected for promotion to 
Major, and approximately 50 will be 
picked for the grade of Captain. 

The Dental Corps selections will in- 
clude 65 officers for promotion to perma- 
nent Lieutenant Colonel, 45 for promotion 
to Major, and approximately 20 officers 
for promotion to grade of Captain. 

The Medical Service Corps will include 
selections of 45 Lieutenant Colonels to 
bring the total in that grade to 52. One 
hundred and ninety-three Major spaces 
are to be filled, and a total of 305 Captain 
spaces will be filled. 





Army Temporary Ranks 


In order that officers of the various 
components of the Army who are serving 
in temporary grades higher or lower than 
their permanent grades may be legally 
confirmed in those grades in conformance 
with the provisions of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act of 1947, the Department of 
the Army this week, in Special Orders, 
issued the following directive: 

“a. Officers of all components of the Army 
of the United States who on 30 June 1948 
are serving on active duty in temporary 
grades to which appointed on or before 7 Aug. 
1947 and which are equal to or higher than 
their respective permanent grades are con- 
tinued in such temporary grades under the 
provisions of subsec. 515 (c) of the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947, Dates of temporary 
rank remain unchanged, 

“b. By direction of the President officers of 
all components of the Army of the United 
States who on 30 June 1948 are serving on 
active duty in grades lower than their perma- 
nent grades or in temporary grades to which 
appointed subsequent to 7 Aug. 1947 are here- 
by temporarily appointed in such grades un- 
der the provisions of sec, 515 of the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947. Dates of rank will 
remain unchanged. New oaths of office for 
these officers will be administered on 30 June 
1948 or as soon thereafter as practicable and 
forwarded to The Adjutant General. A nota- 
tion ‘Appointed by par. 26, SO 117, Depart- 
ment of the Army, 11 June 1948’ will be made 
on each oath of office form at the left of the 
signature. Commanding Officers are responsi- 
ble for the proper execution and forwarding 
of oaths of office of their subordinates, 

“ce. The status of general officers or of offi- 
cers holding only temporary commissions in 
the Army of the United States is not affected 
by this announcement.”

Army Doctors Hear Psychiatrist 


“The Psychiatrist’s View of Crime” was 
presented to the monthly medical meet- 
ing of the Army Surgeon General 17 
June. The lecture, by Dr. Manfred S. 
Guttmacher, was given at Sternberg Au- 
ditorium, Army Medical Center, Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. Guttmacher, a native of Baltimore, 
Md., is a psychiatric consultant to the 
United Nations Committee on the Preven- 
tion of Crime as well as a civilian con- 
sultant to the Army Surgeon General, He 
served with the Navy in World War I, 
and went on active duty as a major in 
the Army Medical Corps in 1942, He was 
discharged as a lieutenant colonel in 1945. 





Mr. Voorhees Sworn In 


Secretary ef the Army Kenneth C. 
Royall, before a company of distin- 
guished guests, administered the oath of 
office to Mr. Tracy S. Voorhees as Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Army on 17 June. 

The ceremony took place in Secretary 
Royall’s office in the Pentagon before 
military and civilian leaders including 
Secretary of Defense James Forrestal, 
Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington, General Hoyt 8S. Vandenberg, 
Chief of Staff United States Air Force, 
William C. Draper, Under Secretary of 
the Army, and John Nicholas Brown, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy. 

Mr. Voorhees, a resident of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., served as colonel during the war 
and has been Army Food Administrator 
for occupied areas for-more than a year. 

Secretary Royall told those witnessing 
the ceremony that an appointment such 
as Mr. Voorhees’ ordinarily was sufficient 
testimony of a man’s competence, but 
that he wanted to say that “Tracy has 
never had a task to perform for the Army 
that he hasn’t done well and successful- 
yy” 





Reserve Officers Association 


The President of the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States, Col. 
William H. Neblett, this week called for 
total mobilization, on a civilian basis. 

Addressing the annual convention of 
the Association in Denver, Colo., on 16 
June, Colonel Neblett presented a seven- 
point program for consideration as fol- 
lows: 

1. The Department of Defense to im- 
mediately organize Reserve units in 
every community. 

2. The Congress to provide for “‘a single 
unified citizen military force in which 
service will be compulsory.” 

3. The Organized Reserve, National 
Guard and civilian defense units to be 
combined in a single force. 

4, A system of universal military train- 





ing with training at or near trainees 
homes, with assignments to local units. 

5. Local units, through rotation of as- 
signments, to be prepared for offense or 
defense on a 24-hour basis. 

6. All citizens, regardless of age or sex, 
to be given an assignment in this force, 
whether it be military or industrial or 
both. 

7. Education in security to be started in 
the schools and continued through col- 
lege with emphasis on _ electronics, 
physics and chemistry. 

In support of this program, Colonel 
Neblett declared it would give us a 
powerful, every-ready force scattered 
throughout the country. He concluded: 

“Dispersion is the only defense to the 
atomic bomb and to bacteriological war- 
fare.” 

Brig. Gen. BE. A. Evans, a director of 
the Association, advocated the end to 
“pool” assignments of Reserve Officers, 
and recommended that they be integrated 
into a mobilization day force of troop 
and command units. 





Pensions for Widows of Retired 


Meeting the oft-repeated criticism of 
witnesses, at hearings on varied bills be- 
fore the Senate and House Committees 
on Armed Services, that the widows and 
dependent children of officers of the 
Armed Forces are not provided for ade- 
quately, Representative W. Sterling Cole 
(R-N. Y.) has introduced H.R. 6953, 
legislation to “provide a voluntary par- 
ticipation annuity. plan for widows, 
minor children, and certain named bene- 
ficiaries of the uniformed services.” 

To the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
Representative Cole made the following 
statement: 

“It is shocking to me to learn that there is 
no provision in the law for the support of a 
widow or dependents upon the death of a re- 
tired officer of our Armed Services. Because 
of the inadequate service pay of these cfficers, 
it has been impossible for them to accumulate 
an estate upon which their dependents might 
rely for support when they are gone. 

“It is for this reason that I introduce legis 
lation designed to make it possible for an 
officer, upon his retirement, to divide his re- 
tired pay between himself and his spouse or 
dependent children, 

“Although, because of the imminent ad- 
journment of Congress, action on the bill can 
not be had until next year, I am hopeful that, 
in the interim, sufficient interest will be gene- 
rated to cause the Congress to recognize this 
deplorable situation and take corrective steps 
at an early date next year.” 

The bill provides the annuity plan for 
retired officers only—for those who have 
been retired or who are eligible for re- 
tirement. In lieu of the entire amount of 
retirement pay, an officer may elect to 
receive any amount between 75 and 90 
per cent of his retired pay, the remainder 
purchasing an annuity for wife and de- 
pendent children. 

Likewise, the officer may elect to re- 
ceive in lieu of the entire amount of re- 
tirement pay a reduced amount of re- 
tirement pay and an annuity after his 
death for a designated beneficiary and 
for each surviving child. 

In addition, section 7 of the proposed 
legislation provides that: 

“Subject to the approval of the head of the 
department concerned, any member who dies 
while on the active list shall, if such meiaber 
was eligible for retirement on or prior to the 
date of death, and such eligibility is estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the head of de- 
partment concerned (either before or after 
death), be deemed to have been retired with 
pay as of the date of death for purposes of 
this Act, and the spouse and child or children, 
if any, shall be entitled to the same annuities 
and in the same manner as though such mem- 
ber had actually elected to participate in the 
annuity plan set forth in this Act pursuant 
to section 4 hereof.” 


Sec. Sullivan Defends Carriers 

Secretary of the Navy Sullivan, on his 
recent appearance before a Senate Ap 
propriations Subcommittee, effectively 
put to rest repeated rumors that construe- 
tion of a 65,000 ton carrier would be im- 
possible because of the limitation of 
shipyards and drydocks in the United 
States, and at the same time vigorously 
defended carrier-based aviation. He said: 

“There has been a rumor around the 
[Capitol] Hill to the effect that there were 
three outstanding reasons why this carrier 
should not be built. 

“The first was that there was no shipyard 
in this country that could build a vessel 
that large. That statement is untrue, There 
are four shipyards in this country eminently 
capable of building this ship. 

“They are Philadelphia, New York, and 
Norfolk, all three of them being Government 
yards, and the other is the private yard at 
Newport News, of the Newport News Ship- 
building Company. 

Dry Docks Available 

“Tt has also been stated that when the ship 
was built, there was no drydock in this 
country or anywhere in the world that could 
handle this flush deck carrier. 

“There are 11 in the United States, there 
are two in Hawaii, and there are five others 
not under the control of the United States. 

“It has also been stated that none of the 
planes that will launch from this flush deck 
earrier could land back aboard the carrier. 
That is completely untrue. Every plane that 
is being planned to be launched from that 
carrier will land back aboard. 

Vulnerability of Carriers 

“I would like to add that a great deal 
is now being said about the vulnerability of 
earriers, In World War II we operated 33 
fleet fast carriers, the Essex class, and the 
light carrier, Of those 33, we lost five. Four 
of those five were lost before fire-fighting 
methods were perfected. 

“In that war we also operated 77 escort 
carriers, and of those 77, we lost 6, making 
a total of 11 carriers that were lost out of 
the 110 carriers.” 

Replying to a question by Senator Ed- 
ward V. Robertson (R-Wyo.) on the num- 
ber of carriers lost in the Okinawa opera- 
tion, Secretary Sullivan said: 

“We did not lose a single carrier at Oki- 
nawa, The Japanese lost 7,800 planes, The 
fleet shot down 4,500 Japanese planes and we 
did not lose a single carrier or battleship. 
The total losses in warships was 33, the 
largest of which was a destroyer. 

“Not one of those 11 carriers that we lost 
was lost to land-based aviation, The British 
lost 10 carriers during the war, not one of 
which was lost to land-based aviation. The 
Japanese lost 21 carriers, that is 21 and 10, 
eWhich is 31, and 11 which is 42 earriers, the 
total lost during the war, and one of the 
Japanese carriers having been hit by a mine 
was then sunk by joint operation of carrier- 
based aviation and land-based aviation. 

“So when you total up the bex score of 
carrier losses in World War 11, land-based 
aviation that is supposed to be such lethal 
poison to aircraft carriers, gets credit for 
one-third of one sinking out of a total of # 
carriers that were sunk.” 





Army-AF Appropriation

passed by voice vote a National Defense 
appropriation totaling $6,915,676,032, a 
figure $405,737,032 greater than the 
House had approved earlier in the week, 
but nearly $200,000,000 under the budget 
estimate for fiscal 1949. aa 

The funds were divided $5,935,365,00- 
for the Army; $991,311,000 for the Air 
Force, and the remaining $11,500,000 to 
be distributed among the office of the 
Secretary of National Defense, the Na 
tional Security Council and the National 
Resources Board.

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Medical Officer Training 

The Department of the Army this week 
outlined its requirements for professional 
education and training for Medical De- 
partment officers. Mi . 

According to AR 350-1010 an effective 
program of training which follows the re- 
ceipt of a degree in each of the special 
fields is necessary to the development of 
an adequate number of experts in the 
yarious branches of medicine, dentistry 
and veterinary medicine as well as in the 
subdivisions of the allied sciences and 
medical administration. To carry forward 
this objective the regulatien states in 
ate Classification and Definition 

(1) Postgraduate professional education is 
defined as special courses of short duration 
(a few days to 1 year) which may be taken by 
an individual or a group of individuals at 
any time in their career for the purpose of 
obtaining highly technical information. These 
courses will be given ordinarily at military 
service schools, but may be obtained at 
civilian educational institutions as required 
from time to time. 

(2) Postgraduate professional training is 
defined as special periods of on-the-job ex- 
perience which will be of short duration (a 
few days to 1 year). This type of training 
may be given to an individual or to a group 
at any time in their career for the purpose 
of enabling them to perform highly technical 
missions, Such training will be given ordi- 
narily at military service schools, but may 
be obtained at civilian facilities as required 
from time to time, ° 

(3) Graduate professional education and/or 
training is defined as periods of instruction 
and experience of long duration (one or more 
years), These may be given to individuals 
at any time in their career, but will be given 
ordinarily as soon as possible after gradua- 
tion in an academic field, They will be avail- 
able generally in the form of an internship 
or a residency in Army hospitals. Civilian 
educational institutions may be utilized as 


required. Professional Staff 


a, A well-organized and qualified profes- 
sional staff will be developed and maintained 
at Army installations which are designated to 
conduct graduate training in the medical and 
surgical specialties. The chiefs of services and 
sections of the professional staffs of such 
installations will be chosen upon the basis 
of professional knowledge and teaching abil- 
ity. The regularly assigned staff may be aug- 
mented by the appointment of qualified 
civilian specialists as paid consultants to The 
Surgeon General with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Army. Such consultants will 
constitute the attending staff of the hospital. 
They may be called to voluntary active duty, 
as desired, by the commanding officer of the 
hospital concerned, see AR 40-10. 

b, A hospital education committee composed 
of the hospital commander as chairman, the 
chiefs of the services as permanent members, 
and such members of the attending staff to 
include representatives of medicine, surgery, 
and neuropsychiatry as may be selected by 
the commanding officer will be organized at 
each Medical Department installation engaged 
in professional activities concerned with the 
eare of the sick and injured. The chairman 
of the committee may appoint such addi- 
tional members as he may desire, including 
members of the attending staff. This commit- 
tee will advise and assist the hospital com- 
mander in the supervision of the graduate 
professional education program. It will also 
advise individuals concerning their participa- 
tion in postgraduate education and training. 





Army-Navy Construction Bills 

The expected Presidential approval of 
8. 1675, legislation that authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to begin construc- 
tion of certain public works, will set in 
mation the development of important 
shore installations within and outside 
the United States. In the forefront of the 
program will be the construction of family 
quarters for naval personnel, both mili- 
tary and civilian. Of equal interest will 
be the development of the much-opposed 
airfield in connection with the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, to be used for the 
Preliminary indoctrination of the mid- 
Shipmen, 

Public Law 626, enacted by the signa- 
ture of the President on 12 June, author- 








| es a similar program for Army and Air 


Force construction of public works within 
and outside the United States. Outstand- 
ing will be the providing of family 
quarters, Other than additions to and de- 
velopment of installations of long-stand- 
ing types, the program calls for the con- 
struction required for the installation and 
experimental use of the newest types of 
Weapons of modern and possible future 
warfare. Projects approved by the legis- 
lation are already under way. Secretary 
Royall appeared before the House Ap- 
Propriations Committee 17 June in behalf 
of funds to start work under the bill.

for maximum use in any emergency that may 
occur and thus contribute to the national 
security.

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Navy Unit to Monterey 

The U. S. Navy’s Aerological Engineer- 
ing Department, will soon be transferred 
to the U. 8. Naval School, General Line at 
Monterey, Calif. 

Arrangements for transfer of the new 
department from its present location at 
the U. S. Naval Postgraduate School, 
Annapolis, are completed, and the depart- 
ment will be ready for academic optra- 
tions during the latter part of July when 
the first class is scheduled to convene. 

Transfer of the Aerological Engineer- 
ing Department to Monterey is the first 
concrete step in the planned relocation 
to the westward of all Naval postgradu- 
ate functions. When this relocation is 
eventually completed, the Monterey Naval 
School establishment will absorb all of 
the functions of the U. S. Naval Post- 
graduate School, Annapolis, as well as 
the School of Naval Intelligence, including 
the Naval School of Foreign Languages 
at Anacostia, D. C. 

The Aerological Engineering Depart- 
ment is headed by Capt. William E. Ober- 
holtzer, Jr., Acting Officer-in Charge; and 
Chairman William D. Duthie, a civilian 
instructor from San Jose, Calif. In Addi- 
tion, the Department is comprised of three 
civilian professors, four staff officers, 
approximately thirty student officers and 
six Aerographers Mates. The Depart- 
ment’s curriculum is designed to train a 
small group of specially selected and par- 
ticularly qualified Naval officers in the 
post graduate functions of collecting and 
analyzing weather information for stra- 
tegic and tactical purposes within the 
Naval organization. 

Facilities of both the Naval Auxiliary 
Air Station and the General Line School 
will be utilized to house this first com- 
ponent of the Postgraduate School. Ex- 
isting teletype circuits at the NAAS at 
Monterey will be utilized to enable the 
Department, equipped with the most 
modern equipment available for the study 
of the atmosphere, to receive weather 
information from the Pacific Ocean areas 
and thereby will enable it to make weath- 
er forecasts for any part of the Pacific. 





Erroneous Promotion 


Ruling in the case of Lt. Comdr. Samuel 
Rountree Sanders, jr., USNR, concerning 
Service Under Erroneous Temporary Pro- 
motion, the Comptroller General this 
week held: 

“A Naval Reserve officer whose name—with- 
out other identifying data—appeared on a 
Navy promotion list announcing that the 
President had appointed certain officers to a 
higher temporary rank, but who was subse- 
quently notified that the promotion applied 
to another officer of the same name, is en- 
titled to retain the higher pay and allowances 
received by him in good faith while serving, 
without knowledge, actual or constructive, 
of the defect in his appointment, in such 
higher rank under the color of a valid ap- 
pointment from the date of the appointment 
to the date notice of the improper appoint- 
ment was received by the officer.”

Four top-ranking Naval officers, Ad- 
miral Raymond A. Spruance, Rear Adm. 
Paul F. Lee, Rear Adm. Charles W. Styer, 
,and Rear Adm, Joseph W. Fowler, will 
retire from the Naval service in July 

Admiral Spruance, President of the 
Naval War College, Newport, R. I., and 
wartime commander of the famed Fifth 
Fleet, will leave the Navy on 1 July, upon 
completion of his present tour of duty. 
In recognition of his services as a war- 
time leader in the U. S. Navy, both Secre- 
tary of the Navy John L. Sullivan and 
Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval 
Operations, have addressed to him let- 
ters of regret and commendation. 

Secretary of the Navy Sullivan’s letter 
follows: 

“Your brilliant record of achievement in 
World War II played a decisive part in our 
victory in the Pacific. At the crucial Battle 
of Midway your daring and skilled leader- 
ship,routed the enemy in the full tide of his 
advance and established the pattern of air- 
sea warfare which was to lead to his eventual 
capitulation. The subsequent campaigns in 
which you commanded our naval forces—the 
Gilberts, Marshalls, Saipan, Guam, Tinian, 
Iwo Jima, Okinawa — mark the stepping 
stones of our progress across the Pacific. 
When enemy naval forces endeavored to halt 
that progress at Saipan you again led the 
units under your command to brilliant vic- 
tory at the Battle of the Philippine Sea. 

“Upon your completion of almost half a 
century of valued service to our country, it 
is an honor for me as Secretary of the Navy 
to extend to you the profound admiration, 
respect and regard of every member of the 
naval service.” 

Admiral Denfeld said, in part: “The 
American people may add the name of 
Spruance to the list of those who have 
been entrusted with a large and irre- 
trievable share of the nation’s strength 
in an hour of peril and who have secured 
for them brilliant and decisive victories.” 

Born in Baltimore, Md., in 1886, Admiral 
Spruance entered the Naval Academy in 1908 
and has been on active duty since that time. 

Rear Admiral Lee, Chief of Naval Research, 
gradtated from the Naval Academy in 1918. 
During World War II he served as Assistant 
Head of the Shipbuilding Division, Bureau of 
Ships, and since 1 Nov, 1946 has headed Naval 
Research. 

Rear Admiral Styer, Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations for Operations, and Rear 
Admiral Fowler, Chief of the Office of In- 
dustrial Survey, Office of the Secretary of the 
Navy, will also retire on 1 July.

Hospital Corps Anniversary 

On the 50th Anniversary of the Navy 
Hospital Corps, 17 June, Admiral Louis 
E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations, 
sent “sincere congratulations to the men 
and women whose courage, untiring ef- 
forts and devotion to duty have won for 
them the profound admiration and thanks 
of every member of the Naval Service.” 

“T know,” Admiral Denfeld said, “that 
(the members of the Naval Service) join 
me today in extending every best wish 
to a Corps whose inspiring accomplish- 
ments are a source of pride to the entire 
Naval Establishment.” 

Established as an integral part of the 
Navy by legislative action on 17 June 
1898, the Hospital Corps was the first 
Congress-created staff corps in the Navy. 
At the time of the establishment of the 
Corps there were less than 200 hospital 
corpsmen in the Navy. In World War! 
the Corps reached a peak of about 17,00) 
men, while World War II saw the strength 
rise to an all-time high of 137,000. Today 
there are 14,748 hospital corpsmen on ac- 
tive duty, according to Rear Admiral Clif- 
ford A. Swanson, Surgeon General of the 
Navy. 

In a statement issued on the occasion 
of the Corps’ Anniversary, Admiral Swan- 
son said: 

“That the Navy Hospital Corpsman has 
performed his duties well is attested by the 
low mortality rate in the combatant forces 
in the Navy, During World War II less than 
three of every hundred treated wounded men 
died. The high rate of recovery of the sick 
and wounded during the war was due in& 
large measure to the first-aid and nursing 
of the hospital corpsmen, 

“Until 1947, the enlisted hospital corpsman 
who desired to make the Navy a career could 
earn promotion only to the rank of chief war- 
rant officer. In 1947, Congress established the 
Medical Service Corps as a commissioned of- 
ficer promotion outlet, with ranks up to and 
including that of captaincy authorized. : 

“The war record of hospital corpsmen 
all wars, when their knowledge and ability 
was put to the acid test, is without parallel. 
In World War I, 362 enlisted hospital corps 
men serving with Marines in France received 
a total of 460 United States’ awards and dee- 
orations, and 202 French decorations. in 
World War II, in addition to thousands of 
individual awards earned, hospital corps met 
were given a blanket commendation by the 
Secretary of the Navy for its war service~ 
the only Navy group to be so distinctivels 
honored. ; 

“In peace and war the Hospital Corps ~ 
jective is to relieve human suffering. Its recor 
in 50 years shows that it has accomplished 
its mission.”

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Air Force Selections 


A board to select officers of the Air 
Force for promotion to the permanent 
grade of major was convened on Thurs- 
day, 17 June, in the Pentagon Building. 

In the meantime the Board for the 
selection of lieutenant colonels has com- 
pleted its work but the names had not 
yet been processed for submission to the 
White House for approval before sending 
them to the Senate as nominations. 

The same board that is selecting per- 
manent lieutenant colonels is also to rec- 
ommend a limited number of officers for 
promotion to the temporary grade of 
colonel. As reported in last week’s ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL, in making these 
temporary selections the board will not 
count active duty of Reserve Officers with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps as active 
duty in making officers eligible for selec- 
tion. The Air Force méssage sent out some 
time ago, announced this policy as fol- 
lows: 

“1. A selection board which will convene in 
the near future for the purpose of recom- 
mending officers for promotion to the perma- 
nent grade of lieutenant colonel will also rec- 
ommend a limited number of officers for pro- 
motion to the temporary grade of colonel, 


“2. In order that subject selection board 
may benefit by the judgment of field com- 
manders, it is desired that addressees forward 
to Headquarters, United States Air Force, by 
14 May 1948 the following information: 

“a. Total number of assigned non-regular 
Air Force officers serving in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel who will be 36 years of age or 
over prior to 1 July 1948 and non-regular Air 
Force officers serving in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, regardless of age, who will 
complete a total of 11 years active Federal 
commissioned service (exclusive of C.C.C. 
duty) prior to 1 July 1948; of this total also 
submit the number who are rated and non- 
rated, 

“b. Total number of assigned regular Air 
Force officers holding the temporary rank of 
lieutenant colonel who will complete 11 years 
service for promotion purposes prior to 1 
July 1948; or 11 years active federal com- 
missioned service exclusive of C.C.C. duty; 
of this total also submit the number rated 
and non-rated. 

“ce, A list consisting of the names of no 
more than 25% of the number of officers re- 
ferred to in paragraph 2 a considered to be 
best qualified for promotion to the temporary 
grade of colonel and no more than 25% of the 
officers referred to in paragraph 2 b consid- 
ered to be the best qualified for promotion 
to the temporary grade of colonel. The list 
shall be so arranged that it will contain the 
names of both the regular and non-regular 
officers intermeshed in order of relative suita- 
bility for promotion and shall indicate after 
each officer's name his aeronautical rating, 
if any. 

“d. No more than 25% of the names of the 
non-regular officers and 25% of the names of 
the regular officers may be submitted, How- 
ever, it is not mandatory that 256% be sub- 
mitted. 

“e, Fractions of one-half or more will be 
considered as one (1) for purposes of determ- 
ining number of names to be submitted. A 
minimum of one (1) will be submitted in 
all cases, 

“All officers regardless of permanent rank 
who were reduced from the temporary grade 
of colonel to the temporary grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel without cause as a result of grade 
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readjustment programs. 

“3. The fact that the name of an officer ap- 
pears on the list submitted is not necessarily 
indicative that such officer will be promoted 
to the temporary grade of colonel. Lists sub- 
mitted will be utilized by the Central Selec- 
tion Board as one of several aids in selecting 
officers for promotion. 

“4 Information referred to in paragraph 2, 
will be forwarded to Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Personnel and Administration, Attention: Se- 
lection Boards Secretariat, Department of Air 
Force, Washington 25, D. C.” 





Air Force Justice 


The Senate this week passed, with 
minor amendments, and sent to the House 
§. 2401, a bill to grant authority to the 
Air Force similar to that of the Army 
and Navy for the administration of mili- 
tary justice. 

In reporting and recommending passage 
of the bill as amended, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services said: 

Explanation Of The Bill 

“Subsequent to the creation of the United 
States Air Force as a separate department, 
doubts arose as to the applicability of the 
Articles of War to persons who might have 
subsequently enlisted in the United States 
Air Force, To insure that the Articles of War 
do apply to those persons who enlisted in the 
United States Air Force subsequent to the 
unification of the armed services, it was de- 
cided to introduce legislation which would 
specifically create the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s epartment of the Air Force and transfer 
to it, and to the Air Judge Advocate created 
by this act, the authorities and powers which 
have previously been vested by the Articles 
of War in the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army. 

“The first amendment to section 3 which 
is proposed by the committee would have the 
effect of insuring that the Air Judge Advocate 
must serve the full term of 4 years before 
being entitled to the retirement benefits which 
the act proposes, The second amendment pro- 
posed by the committee would have the effect 
of preventing the recall of retired officers for 
appointment to this position. This amendment 
was agreed to by the committee because it 
felt that the originally offered language 
would open the door to an indiscriminate re- 
call for retirement pyrposes of officers who 
might not be otherwise qualified. 

“The bill has been concurred in by the 
departments of the Army and Navy. The Bu- 
reau of the Budget states that the legislation 
is in accord with the program of the Presi- 
dent. The letter of transmittal from the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force which proposes this 
legislation is appended hereto and made a part 
of this report.” 


Mitchel AFB Now Tactical Field 
Mitchel Air Force Base, an administra- 
tive and flight proficiency field for the 
past four years, has become a tactical 
installation and is operating today as the 
52d All Weather Fighter Wing. 
Activation of the wing is designed for 
greater mobility and facility of combat 
operations, and took place in line with 
reorganization of USAF bases where 
tactical or strategic aircraft are sta- 
tioned, Mitchel is the third of the Aid De- 
fense Command’s installations to become 
a wing base, the other two being Dow Air 
Force Base, Me., and Hamilton Air Force 
Base, Calif. 

The wing structure, part of the Air 
Defense Command’s First Air Force, in- 
cludes the 52d All Weather Fighter 
Group with F-61 Black Widow planes, 
the first combat unit to be based at 
Mitchel since 1944. Three other groups 
are in the new wing—the two-squadron 
52d Maintenance & Supply Group, the 
52d Air Base Group, comprising seven 
base service units, and the 52d Station 
Medical Group, the post hospital. 


AF Summer Attire 

The wearing of the tropical worsted or 
gabardine summer coat or jacket will be 
optional, except in the evening and on 
social occasions, the Department of the 
Air Force said this week. 

According to Air Force Letter No. 36- 
380A a mixture of cotton and tropical 
worsted or gabardine items will not be 
permitted, except that in poplin or 
broadcloth shirts may be worn under the 
coat or jacket. However, either the neck- 
tie, cotton, mohair, khaki, shade No. 5, 
or dark OD, shade 51, may be worn with 
the summer coat or jacket. 
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F-84 Republic Thunderjets 


Offensive power of the U. 8. Air Force’s 
Republic F-84 Thunderjets has been in- 
creased considerably by the addition of 
high-velocity aircraft rockets to the nor- 
mal operational equipment of six .50 cali- 
ber machineguns. 

Rocket-firing tests have been completed 
on the 600-mile-an-hour plane at the 
Army’s Proving Grounds at Aberdeen, 
Md., and the F-84s with: the new equip- 
ment have been approved for tactical use. 

The seven-ton Thunderjet carries eight 
140-pound rockets, four under each wing. 
They are mounted in pairs and fired in- 
dividually by the pilot. The rockets have 
a maximum velocity of 1,400 feet a second 
(more than 950 miles an hour), and dur- 
ing the tests at Aberdeen, were fired from 
an F-84 flying at speeds ranging up to 
500 miles an hour. The pilot was Capt. 
Franklin Rizer, of Air Materiel Command. 

The rocket installation was constructed 
at the Farmingdale, Long Island, plant 
of Republic Aviation Corporation, build- 
ers of the F-84. 

The 14th Fighter Group at Dow Air 
Force Base, Bangor, Me., and the 20th 
Fighter Group at Shaw Air Force Base, 
Sumter, 8S. C., are now equipped with 
F-84s and deliveries have started to the 
33rd Fighter Group at Walker Air Force 
Base, Roswell, N. Mex. Two other groups 
will be equipped with F-84s by the end 
of 1948.

Pilot Training In Officer Grades 

The Department of the Air Force this 
week set forth rules and regulations gov- 
erning pilot training in commissioned- 
officer grade which is being conducted by 
the Air Training Command. 

According to Air Force Letter No. 51-6 
dated 10 June, applicants must be com- 
missioned officers of the Air Force on 
duty in the continental United States and 
be accepted for training prior to reach- 
ing 27 years of age. Also eligible are 
those who have been accepted for train- 
ing prior to reaching 27 years of age and 
those USAF officers of the regular com- 
ponent on oversea duty, who have reached 
their 26th birthday and whose current 
tour will not expire within six months 
after reaching such birthday. 
Applications will not be accepted from 
officers under orders for shipment over- 
seas, or from those at overseas replace- 
ment depots awaiting shipment overseas. 
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Air National Guard 


Present plans call for the Air Nationa} 
Guard furnishing almost two-thirds of 
the fighter strength available for the de. 
fense of the United States in event of 
attack, Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. Cramer 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau, told 
a press conference for aviation writers 
on 15 June. 

General Cramer revealed that hig of. 
fice has recommended that the Aviation 
Group be expanded to a full division with. 
in the National Guard Bureau and that jt 
be headed by a major general selected 
from among officers of the Air National 
Guard in the same manner as the Chief 
of the National Guard Bureau is selected 
for a tour of duty. 

“The blueprint for our new Air National 
Guard,” General Cramer said, “provides 
for 24 fighter groups and 3 light bombard- 
ment groups supported by a radar and 
communications net of aircraft control 
and warning squadrons, which not only 
will direct our aircraft against an enemy, 
but also provide an efficient sentinel sery- 
ice. This Air Guard will have a strength 
of 57,946 men organized into 514 units, 

“The radar and communications net fol- 
lows the organization of the 12 National 
Guard wing headquarters strategically o- 
cated throughout the continental United 
States. Each wing is allotted a complete 
aircraft control and warning group, in- 
cluding a large scale squadron, a forward 
squadron and a control center. 

“We have today—in operation 61 of the 
proposed 72 fighter squadrons and 10 of 
the 12 proposed light bombardment squad- 
rons. We had a strength on June 1st of 
23,190 men organized in 393 individual 
units. 

“All but one of the 12 wing headquar- 
ters have been Federally recognized, and 
the twelfth was presented for recogni- 
tion on May 23rd. Approximately half of 
the operating squadrons of the aircraft 
control and warning net have been recog- 
nized and we anticipate that organization 
will be three-fourths complete by the end 
of the calendar year. 

“The National Guard is both a Federal 
and a State Force. It is axiomatic that 
in order for the National Guard to sue- 
cessfully fulfill its mission it must have 
the support of the Federal Government 
through the U. S. Air Force and of the 
State Governments through the Gov- 
ernors. 

“The support of these two groups alone, 
however, is not enough. In order for the 
Air National Guard to be a vital and liv- 
ing part of the nation’s security establish- 
ment, it must have the support of the com- 
munities in which it is organized. It can 
obtain that support only if the citizens 
in these communities are fully informed 
as to the.Air National Guard’s plans 
and operations.” 

Also speaking at the conference were: 
Brig. Gen. Candee of the Air Defense 
Command; Brig. Gen. W. W. Kratz, com- 
manding general 7ist Wing, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard; Col. W. A. R. Robertson, 
Chief, Aviation Group, National Guard 
Bureau, and Col. Robert G. Ervin, Deputy 
Chief of the Aviation Group. Among those 
present was Mr. Harold Hinton, of the 
New York Times, who was commander of 
the 105th Observation Squadron, organ- 
ized in Nashville, Tenn., which was fed- 
erally recognized in 1921.

8. Enactment of a career plan for warrant officers of the Army and Air Force, improvement of their status 
and opportunities for advancement.

10. Upward revision of all Service widows’ pension scales and expansion of the eligibility basis to insure them 
and their dependents a living income. 
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ITH the Honse acceptance this week of the Senate amendments, the retirement 

bill (HR 2744) awaits only anticipated Presidential approval before becoming 
law. With its enactment pana sep and warrant officers and enlisted personnel of 
the Army and Air Force will be given privileges of retirement in the highest war-rank, 
with pay based on those grades, similar to those under which the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard have been-operating for more than two-and-a-half years. It is thus 
a major step toward attainment of the third objective in the ARMy AND NAvy 
JoURNAL’s Priority List and one for which we have been editorially fighting since the 
end of the war. While thousands will benefit under just and equitable provisions of 
the bill it is—like all legislation—not a perfect law. Its pay provisions should have 
been made retroactive to the effective date of the bill for the Sea Services. Those who 
earned higher ranks in World War I should have benefited from the pay increases. 
Warrant officers and enlisted men should become entitled to the rank and pay provi- 
sions immediately upon retirement, just as commissioned officers are, instead of hav- 
ing to await completion of a total of 30 years active and retired service. For perfecting 
amendments such as these, and others that may later be shown as necessary, the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL will continue to strive and to this end we ask our readers to keep 
us advised of such shortcomings as may be revealed in interpreting the new Act. 


T is up to the Senate to purge from the bill, HR 6707, those provisions inserted by 
the House to force the retirement of Fleet Admirals King and Nimitz and to limit, 
and eventually to forbid, the amount of assistance that may be extended to the five- 
star officers. The movement that started out with the admirable purpose of prevent- 
ing demotion of three admirals in the Navy and three generals in the Army, has, in 
passing the House, taken on more the air of a bill to punish the top ranking high com- 
mand of World War II. Effective 30 June 1948, the new promotion bill places a definite 
limit on the numbers of four and five star officers that may be on active duty, and the 
Army and Navy, being in excess-of these limitations, must reduce some officers unless 
the law is modified. Ostensibly ‘to help this situation, the House voted that all five- 
star officers would be considered as retired unless actively engaged in one of the key 
positions. This has the effect of forcibly retiring the top Naval leaders of the War. 
Instead of taking what thus appears to be a punitive action, the same effect could 
have been produced by merely providing that they should not be included in computing 
the statutory maximum of ranking officers. Making the bill look still more like punish- 
ment for the war heroes, the House voted to reduce from three to two the number of 
active duty personnel that may be assigned to help the five-star officers carry on their 
official duties after they are retired, and, furthermore, decreed that after 1 July 1951 
no such official assistants could be given them. These burdensome and defaming re- 
strictions must be stripped from the bill by the Senate, leaving only the basic objec- 
tive of preventing the necessity of rank reductions—and in that form the measure 
should become law. 


T is important to all components of the National Defense and.to the aircraft 

manufacturing and air transport industries, as well, that Congress complete 
enactment of the bill to provide for the development of civil transport aircraft 
adaptable for auxiliary military service. Such a policy was strongly recommended 
by both the President’s and Congress’ air policy studies. Under it the Government, 
through the Air Force and with the advice of a “Civil Transport Aircraft Evaluation 
and Development Board,” would finance the design, development, testing, tooling, 
construction, service testing, and modification of prototypes of air transport planes 
for use by civil air lines but adaptable to the needs of the military forces. It would 
be a policy similar in purpose to that under which the Maritime Commission reim- 
burses ship operators for the cost of installing National Defense features, such as 
gun foundations, on their commercial liners. It was testified before the House 
Armed Services Committee that the design and development of a large’ transport 
airplane costs between $30 and $40 millions. Unless the unit price is to be prohibitively 
high, this initial expense can be recouped only through the subsequent sale of at 
least 300 commercial aircraft—something that has been unknown thus far in the 
industry. At the same time, all components of the Defense organization are far short 
of their needs for military air transportation in event of war. The proposed plans 
would result in the development of efficient, economical transport planes which would 
advance our airlines while at the same time building up a reserve for use in an 
emergency. The proposed bills, which have been reported out by the House and 
Senate Committees, provide that the Air Force and the Navy, as well as other gov- 
ernment agencies concerned with aeronautics, be represented on the Evaluation 
Board. Inasmuch as the air-lift of troops would ‘be one of the principal military uses 
of such transports, we would suggest that the Army also be represented. Few projects 





effer such a substantial return in terms of both military preparedness and industrial 
and commercial advancement.

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Foreign Affairs—The Soviet effort to push the western Allies altogether out of 
Berlin has been revived in a new form. It is better organized than was the clumsy 
plan of a few weeks ago when the Russians sought to exercise control over the British 
and American military trains into Berlin, and—thanks to the celerity of General Clay 
and his British colleague, Sir Brian Robertson—found themselves just as much in- 
econvenienced as the western Allies, It still uses a fumbling sort of Muscovite tech- 
nique, but it ts more effective. The Soviet Military government discovers that incom- 
ing freight cars carrying food or fuel for the British and American zones are “im- 
properly labeled,” or that they are “in improper condition,” and has them held up. 
Trains carrying goods for the Russian zone of Berlin are passed, even though labeling 
and condition are precisely the same. Automobile traffic, which used to cross the Elbe 
bridge by direct route, now has to make a 300-mile circuit for an equally whimsical 
reason. “This is far more serious than was the hampering of American military per- 
sonnel; the latter are few and can always be moved readily by air. For in holding 
up the food supply for the American and British zones of Berlin the Soviet admin- 
istration is promising to starve the Germans in those zones, who are far too numerous 
to be cared for by air traffic. The aim, obviously, is to destroy German confidence in 
the western Allies-and this may come to pass, which will be unfortunate. But there 
may be another result which the Moscow authorities have not calculated: that Ber- 
lin’s skilled labor may move to western Germany, to the further benefit of the slowly 
rising Western German state, and the further injury of Russia-occupied Germany. 
That will not come about quickly. There is no certain judgment upon how the United 
States will respond to the new Soviet order. General Clay has ordered compliance 
with the automobile order against use of the Elbe bridge, his remark being that it is 
in any case no cause for war. Countermeasures, copied with photographic exactness 
from the Soviet measures, but designed to cause a maximum inconvenience to Moscow, 
will undoubtedly be announced. 

The deep anxieties of the State Department over the immediate future in western 
Europe, as_a result of the House of Representative’s heavy cuts in the European 
Recovery Program, were largely relieved this week when the Senate Appropriations 
Committee restored $1,175,000,000 of the meneys. This is still $408,000,000 less than 
the original request, but the most critical needs have now been met and, with the 
Senate supporting its committee members and certain of the party stalwarts insisting 
on swift correction of the House’s action, the grave immediate threats to successful 
operation by the new Economic Cooperation Administration seem to be allayed. 

French internal politics havé been the torment of the other nations participating 
in the six-power pact for western Europe’s union, The Benelux countries gave prompt 
support to the American-British plan. France faltered long in approving, without 
various reservations, the plan to which the French delegate, Bidault, had given sup- 
port at the London conference. The reason is, as usual, France’s political divisions. A 
numerous DeGaulle minority opposes a revived German economy even with the con- 
trols placed over that economy in the London compact. At the same time a strong 
Communist-Socialist minority opposes (at Moscow’s order) any union which is frank- 
ly aimed at building up a sturdy western union capable of resisting Moscow’s edicts. 


Premier Schuman’s difficult task was to retain in the French National Assembly enough 


voting strength to overcome the combined hostile votes of those two badly misguided 
political groupings. Aided by a few reservations he succeeded. 

The Senate’s version of the Reciprocal Trade Act extension, which the House 
meekly accepted as a substitute for its own measure, evidenced the much larger con- 
cern of the upper house with the Nation’s foreign relations, as distinguished from its 
domestic and party considerations. It was an attitude still better demonstrated in the 
ERP action. On three occasions the Senate came very close to upsetting altogether 
the House plan for reciprocity, so narrow was the division. As it is, the Senate voted 
down the Congressional veto-power over the President’s decision on current tariff 
modifications, and moderated somewhat the powers granted the Tariff Commission. 
It yielded to the House insistence that extension be for one year only, rather than for 
the three-year period sought by the Administration ; this will bring the matter up for 
reconsideration in 1949 when the 1948 election dust has settled, when the early steps in 
Europe have been taken, and when the claims in behalf of tariff reciprocity will have 
been tested by time. The fact remains that reciprocal tariff arrangements have been 
making impressive headway since 1934 and that the arguments affecting them during 
their first decade would seem to be more fully applicable so far as international rela- 
tions with western Europe are concerned in the years which lfe immediately ahead. 
This obviously was the reasoned conclusion of the House itself which, after hearing 
the considerable protest against its early action, consented to the Senate revisions. In 
its final form the measure was far from Administration specifications, but it was an 
improvement over the House's first essay. 

Energetic action by Count Folke Bernadotte, the UN Mediator in Palestine, has 
accomplished considerably more than was expected, The cease-fire orders have been 
given by both Jew and Arab, and Bernadotte’s 75 military observers (mainly French, 
Belgians and Americans, with a few Swedes) have begun operating out of Cairo. They 
operate a sea patrol to guard against the smuggling of arms and men. An inspection 
point (under Col. Frank Begley of the UN Secretariat) has been placed at Bab el Wad 
to make sure that Jewish convoys meet truce requirements. Two Air Force passenger 
planes from Germany and one similar plane loaned by the U. 8. Military Attache at 
Cairo have been assigned to Bernadotte’s staff. The State Department has consented 
to submit to the armed services Bernadotte’s request for ten additional Americans 
and three patrol vessels. These are among the means of maintaining the four-week 
truce, and also of encouraging its extension, without which the short truce would be a 
matter of small consequence. While it lasts, by agreement, all military fronts are to 
remain stabilized and all shipments of materiel are to be halted. The immigration 
issue was disposed of by compromise: no fighting personnel are to be added by either 
side, and if Bernadotte suspects that fighters are included among the immigrants he 
can halt all immigration. Each side, admittedly suspicious of the other, still is anxious 
to keep the truce itself in order to retain world respect, and this is a useful aid to the 
Médiator. But after 9 July will the Arabs hold together in opposing the Israeli demand? 
Or will Britain by one means or another make it possible for the Jews to get most of 
what they wish, with the Arabs recovering enough to save face. In particular, will 
Britain’s need for an ally in the Negeb (to watch the Suez area) and in Haifa (to sup- 
port the oil pipeline arrangement into Iran) be a chief factor in talking both sides into 
a compromise? Many nations now begin to hope for a peaceful solution, but among

them it is impossible to include Soviet Russia, whose aims are best served by unending 
war in Palestine, and whose agent at UN headquarters has protested bitterly over 
being allowed no members*‘in the peace-teams alloted to Count Bernadotte. 

While the three patrol vessels loaned by the U. S. Navy for purely United Na- 
tions purposes are operating off the coast of Palestine, the Mediterranean Fleet, under 
Vice Admiral Forrest Sherman, maintains further west its impressive presence as 
a reminder of United States sea-power. That command now includes the carrier 
Kearsarge, three cruisers, nine destroyers, and an attack-cargo ship, All of these 
(save for two destroyers which have been on Mediterranean station for some months) 
are lately arrived, relieving the carrier Philippines Sea and her supporting craft and 
permitting them to return to the West Atlantic. For the first fortnight of July there 
will be a large temporary addition to the American display in the Mediterranean, for 
on 26 June the special fleet carrying the Annapolis Midshipmen on their annual 
cruise departs from Lisbon for various mid-Mediterranean ports. The battleship 
Missouri, the carrier Coral Sea, and three destroyers pay their call on ports of South- 
ern France, two destroyers go to Monaco, the Columbus and two destroyers to Genoa, 
the Macon and two destroyers to Leghorn. They will move to other ports, including 
Algiers, an& on 12 July will pass Gibraltar, westward-bound. 

During the latter half of July a squadron of B-29s from MacDill Base, « unit 
of the Strategic Air Command’s 307th*Bomb Wing, will operate in England at the 
invitation of the British Air Ministry, visiting RAF installations and engaging in 
joint exercises. Their first station will be at the RAF station near Marham in Nor- 
folk. While overseas the squadron will be controlled by Lt. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, 
commanding general of U. 8. Air Forces in Europe. 


Far East Command—Brig. Gen. John B. Coulter, in command of the 7th Inf. 
Division since last January, has been named Deputy Commander of the U. S. Army 
Forces in Korea. He is succeeded by Brig. Gen. Edwin W. Piburn, Assistant Div. Com- 
mander since his arrival in Seoul several weeks ago.

MAirD MARTC 
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Order 28 C-124’s 


The Air Force has placed orders witb 
the manufacturers for 28 service models 
of the C-124 cargo plane. A previous con- 
tract provided for construction of one pro- 
totype and one static test model. The C 
124 is two and one-half times the size 
of the war-time C-54 Skymaster and has 
a designed gross weight of 175,000 pounds. 

Designed to fulfill the requirements of 
“strategic” aircraft support and supply, 
the C-124 can transport a pay load of 
50,000 pounds of military cargo 1,200 miles 
and return to base without refueling. 
Lesser loads can be carried greater dis 
tances. Such heavy ground force equip 
ment as tanks, field guns, bulldozers, and 
fully loaded trucks may be transported 
aboard the plane. 

Through a built-in nose ramp, the new- 
est Douglas transport becomes an air 
borne counterpart of the sea-going LST’s, 
loading and unloading heavy vehicles 
through unique clam-shell doors, An elec 
trically operated elevator and well amid- 
ships adds to the speed of the loading op- 
erations. 

Wing span of the new transport is 173- 
feet, 3-inches. Length is 127-feet, 2-inches 
and it has an overall height of 48-feet, 3 
inches. Like the recently modified C-74, 
the C-124 is powered by four R-4360-49 
engines, which provide 3,500 horsepower 
each for takeoff. Water injection is an 
added feature of the engines. The four- 
bladed propellers used have a diameter of 
16-feet, 6-inches. 

Present plans anticipate a cargo com- 
partment 77-feet long, 13-feet wide and al- 
most 11-feet high with a capacity of 10,000 
cubic feet. The forward access cargo door 
a aes 8-inches high and almost as 
wide. 

Doubling as a personne] carrier, the in- 
terior of the C-124 may be quickly con- 
verted into a double-deck cabin with a 
capacity of 222 troops and their field 
equipment. When used as an airborne hos 
pital, 123 litter patients, 45 ambulatory 
cases and 15 nurses may be carried, 








USAF Intelligence Training 

The Department of the Army will con- 
tinue to train certain categories of U. 8. 
Air Force personnel in strategic intelli- 
gence and attaché orientation. 

According to JAAFAR 3-10-1, now being 
promulgated, Air Force personnel to be so 
trained will include only air attaché and 
such other similar type specialists as are 
deemed appropriate by the U.S. Air Force 
and mutually agreed upon by the Diree 
tor of Intelligence, General Staff, U. & 
Army, and the Director of Intelligence, 
Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff, Oper- 
ations, U, 8S. Air Force, 

As a part of the attaché orientation 
course the Intelligence Division will pro- 
vide language refresher training by at- 
tendance at scheduled language classes 
and by contract language instruction. In 
addition the Department of the Army will 
continue to train Air Force personnel in 
foreign languages at established Depart- 
ment of the Army language schools. 





Civilian Component Duty 

The Department of the Army this week 
set forth the qualifications necessary for 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
for assignment to duty with National 
Guard, Organized Reserve Corps and Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps. 

The qualifications are contained in De- 
partment of the Army Circular 172, dated 
8 June, and includes senior instructors, 
National Guard and Organized Reserve 
Corps; instructors for Divisions, Corps 
and Divisions Artillery Headquarters, A.

House and was reported out by the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, but died on the 
floor of the Senate because some,of the 
members objected to the costs. 

In this Congress it was passed again 
by the House but was held up in the Sen- 
ate where the Armed Services Commit- 
tee was engaged in its draft and UMT 
hearings. However, with those out of the 
way the committee worked rapidly with 
the aid of its professional staff. The pro- 
visions for National Guard and Reserve 
retirements were modified considerably so 
as to reduce their cost and in that form it 
passed the Senate. 

Following is the ful] text of the bill as 
it now awaits Presidential approval : 

AN ACT 

To provide for the elimination of Regular 
Army and Regular Air Force officers and for 
the retirement of officers, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army and the 
Regular Air Force, and to provide retirement 
benefits for members of the Reserve compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States, the 
Air Force of the United States, United States 
Navy and Marine Corps, and Coast Guard. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 


lca in Congress assembled, That this Act may_ 


be cited as the “Army and Air Force Vitaliza- 
tion and Retirement Equalization Act of 1948.” 
TITLE I 
ELIMINATION 

Sec. 101. Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, the Secretary of the Army and 
the Secretary of the Air Force, for their re- 
spective services, are hereby authorized for 
such causes as each may deem satisfactory, to 
remove any commissioned officer from the 
active list of the Regular Army or the Regular 
Air Force, as the case may be, in the manner 
hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 102. Immediately following the enact- 
ment of this Act, and once annually thereafter, 
the Secretary of the Army and the Secretary 
of the Air Force shall, for their respective 
services, each convene a selection board of five 
general officers, which shall review the records 
of all officers on the active list of the Regular 
Army or the Regular Air Force, as the case 
may be, te determine which of such officers 
shall be required to show cause why they 
should be retained on the active list. Selection 
of any officer to show cause for retention shall 
be based upon his failure to achieve such 
standards of performance as the cognizant 
Secretary shall by regulations prescribe. 

Sec. 103. Any officer selected to show cause 
for retention shall be accorded a fair and 
impartial hearing before a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of not less than three general offi- 
cers, convened at such place or places as the 
cognizant Secretary may prescribe to receive 
evidence and to make findings and recom- 
mendations as to the officer’s fitness to be re- 
tained on the active list. If the Board of 
Inquiry recommends the retention of any offi- 
cer on the active list, his case,shall thereupon 
be closed and shall not be subject to further 
action, except that such officer may again be 
selected to show cause for retention at any 
future time in accordance with the provisions 
of section 102 of this title. 

Sec. 104. The Board of Inquiry shall for- 
ward the record of its proceedings in each 
case in which it recommends the removal of 
any officer from the active list to a board of 
review, consisting of not less than five general 
officers, convened by the cognizant Secretary 
at such time as he deems appropriate, to re- 
view each such case and make recommenda- 
tions as to the retention of the officer con- 
cerned on the active list. If the Board of 
Review recommends the retention of any offi- 
cer on the active list, his case shall there- 
upon be closed and shall not be subject to 
further action except that such officer may 
again be selected to show cause for retention 
at any future time in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section-102 of this title. If the 
Board of Review recommends against the re- 
tention of any officer on the active list, such 
recommendation shall be transmitted to the 
eognizant Secretary for his action thereon. 
The action of the Secretary of the Army or 
the Secretary of the Air Force, as the case 
may be, in removing any officer from the active 
list shall be final and conclusive: Provided, 
That at any time prior to his removal from 
the active list the application of any officer 
for honorable discharge or voluntary retire- 
ment under this Act or any other provision of 
law may, if the applicant is otherwise quali- 
fied therefor, be granted by the cognizant 
Secretary: Provided further, That any officer 
discharged on his own application under the 
provisions of this section shall be granted 
severance benefits as provided in section 
106 (b). 

Sec. 105. Any officer who is under con- 
sideration for removal from the active list 
shall be furnished written notice of the pend- 
ency of any proceedings for his removal, shall 
be afforded reasonable time for the prepration 
of his defense, shall be allowed to appear in 


P or by el at proceedings before any 
Board of Inquiry or any Board of Review, 
and shall, at all stages of the proceedings, be 
allowed full access to and furnished copies of 
records relevant to his\case. No person shall 
sit as a member of more than one of the boards 
convened under sections 102, 103, or 104 of 
this title in the consideration of the case of 
the same officer. : 

Sec. 106. Each officer removed from the 
active ‘list of the Regular Army or the Regu- 
lar Air Force pursuant to this title shall— 

(a) if on the date of removal he is eligible 
for voluntary retirement under any provision 
of law then in effect, he shall be retired in 
the grade and with the retired pay to which 
he would be entitled if he were retired upon 
his own ‘application ; 

(b) if on the date of removal he is not 
eligible for voluntary retirement, be honorably 
discharged in the grade then held, with sever- 
ance pay equal to one month’s base and lon- 
gevity pay, being received at the date of such 
removal, multiplied by the number of years of 
his active Federal commissioned service: Pro- 
vided, That the total severance pay shall not 
exceed one year’s base and longevity pay so 
computed : Provided further, That a fractional 
part of a year amounting to six months or 
more shall be counted as a complete year for 
the purpose of computing amount of sever- 
ance pay only. 

Sec. 107. (a) Immediately following the 
enactment of this Act, the Secretary of the 
Army and the Secretary of the Air Force, for 
their respective services, shall transmit the 
records of all proceedings in the case of each 
person heretofore removed from the active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Foree, as the case may be, pursuant to the 
provisions of section 2 of the joint resolution 
of July 29, 1941 (55, Stat. 606), to a Board 
of Review convened under section 104 of this 
title. Each person so removed shall be notified 
of the reference of his case to such Board of 
Review, and shall be accorded opportunity to 
appear before the board in person or by coun- 
sel. After full and fair consideration: of all 
the facts and circumstances of each such case 
as they existed at the time of removal, the 
board shall transmit to the Secretary of the 
Army or to the Secretary of the Air Force, as 
appropriate, a report thereon containing its 
findings of fact, its conclusion on the question 
whether such removal was justified, and its 
recommendation on the question whether the 
officer affected should be restored to the active 
list pursuant to the provisions of this section. 

(b) In each such case in which the Secretary 
of the Army or the Secretary of the Air Force 
approves a recommendation for the restora- 
tion of any person to the active list of the 
Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, he 
shall transmit the record of proceedings to 
the President, who is authorized and request- 
ed to appoint such person, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, as a com- 
missioned officer on the active list of the Regu- 
lar Army or the Regular Air Force, as the 
case may be, in a grade determined by the fol- 
lowing schedule: Officers with less than three 
years of service for promotion purposes shall 
be appointed in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant; those with three or more, but less 
than seven years of such service, shall be 
appointed in the grade of first lieutenant; 
those with seven or more, but less than four- 
teen years of such service, shall be appointed 
in the grade of captain; those with fourteen 
or more, but less than twenty-one years of 
such service, shall be appointed in the grade 
of major; those with twenty-one or more, but 
less than twenty-eight years of such service, 
shall be appointed in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel: Provided, That (a) those with more 
than twenty-eight years of service for pro- 
motion purposes who are under sixty years of 
age shall be appointed to the active list in 
the permanent grade of lieutenant colonel 
and— 

(A) shall until June 30, 1953, be eligible 
for selection to the permanent grade of colo- 
nel; and 

(B) if not selected and promoted to the 
grade of colonel or retired under any other 
provision of law on or before June 30, 1953, 
shall on such date be retired in the highest 
grade to which he is entitled under any pro- 
vision of law; or 

(C) if promoted to the grade of colonel on 
the active list prior to such date, shall be 
retired wander the laws applicable to the eli- 
mination and retirement of permanent colo- 
nels ; and 

(b) Those with more than twenty-eight 
years of service for promotion purposes who 
are sixty years of age or over shall be ad- 
vanenee the retired list to the grade of colo- 
nel, and shall be entitled to receive the retired 
pay to which they would have been. entitled 
if they had not been removed from the active 
list under the provisions of section 2 of the 
joint resolution of July 29, 1941 (55 Stat. 
606), but had been retired while serving in 
the permanent grade of colonel at the comple- 
tion of twenty-eight years of service for pro- 
motion purposes. Each officer restored to the 
active list, and appointed in a grade as pre- 
scribed in this*section, shall have his name 
placed on the appropriate promotion list 
among the officers of, his grade in the same 
seniority standing as would have existed had 
such officer been continued on the active list. 
For promotion purposes and initial grade de- 








termination each officer so restored to the 





active list shall, upon appointment, have 
credited to him all service which he would 
have had if he had not been removed from the 
active list pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 2 of the joint resolution of July 29, 1941 
(55 Stat. 606). In all other cases the action 


_taken by the Secretary of the Army or the 


Secretary of the Air Force, for their respec- 
tive services, shall be final and conélusive for 
all purposes. The cognizant Secretary shall 
transmit to each person affected a copy of the 
report made by the Board of Review in his 
case and written notice as to the disposition 
thereof. 

(c) In determining length of active Federal 
commissioned service for all purposes of pay, 
allowances, appointment, promotion, and re- 
tirement, each person restored to the active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Force pursuant to the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed to have served as an 
officer on the active list of the service con- 
cerned from the date of his removal therefrom 
to the date of his restoration thereto, and 
upon restoration shall be carried as an ad- 
ditional number in the grade in which restored 
to the active list or in any grade to which he 
thereafter may be promoted. Each officer so 
restored shall be accorded all other rights, 
benefits, and privileges to which 'he would 
have been entitled if he had not been removed 
from the active list, except those based upon 
active service in time of war or emergency 
not in fact performed by him. 

(d) Each officer of the Regular Army here- 
tofore removed from the active list pursuant 
to the provisions of section 2 of the joint 
resolution of July 29, 1941 (55 Stat. 606), 
who on the date of such removal was (a) 
eligible for voluntary retirement under any 
provision of law then in effect, or (b) shall 
be determined by retiring board action to have 
been eligible for retirement for disability on 
such date, shall upon application therefor be 
placed upon the retired list in the grade and 
with the retired pay and other benefits to 
which he would have been entitled if he had 
been so retired: Provided, That no officer re- 
stored to the active list pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section shall be retired pur- 
suant to the provisions of this subsection. 

Sec. 108. (a) The Secretary of the Army 
and the Secretary of the Air Force may pro- 
mulgate for their respective services such reg- 
ulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this title. 

(b) No back pay, allowances, or compensa- 
tion shall accrue to any person by reason of 
the enactment of any provision of this title. 

Sec. 109. Section 24b of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended by the Act of June 4, 
1920 (41 Stat. 773), and the joint resolution 
of July 29, 1941 (55 Stat. 606), are hereby 
repealed : Provided, That all rights and benfits 
accrued under such laws prior to the date of 
enactment of this title shall hereafter remain 
in full force and effect.

RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS AND WARRANT OFFI-

See. 201. Effective upon the enactment of 
this title the Secretary of the Army and the 
Secretary of the Air Force shall each establish 
for their respective services an officers’ retired 
list, to be published annually in the official 
Register of the service concerned, upon which

Any provision of law requiring com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army or the 
Regular Air Force to be placed on the limited 
or unlimited retired list hereafter shall be 
deemed to refer to the officers’ retired list 
established pursuant to this section. 

Sec. 202. That portion of section 5 of the 
Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat.

(54 Stat. 380; 10 U. S. C. 943a, 971b), ending 
with the colon following the first proviso 
thereof is hereby further amended to read as 
follows: “That any officer on the active list

Sec, 301. (a) The Secretary of the Army is 
authorized to establish the Army of the 
United States Retired List and the Secretary 
of the Air Force is authorized to establish the 
Air Force of the United States Retired List 
to be published annually in the official Reg- 
ister of the service concerned, upon which re- 
spectively shall be placed the names of all 
commissioned officers and former commis- 
sioned officers of the Army of the United 
States or the Air Force of the United States, 
as the case may be, other than those of the 
Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, here- 
tofore or hereafter granted retirement pay 
under section 5 of the Act of April 3, 1939 
(53 Stat. 557, as amended, 10 U. 8. C. 456), sec- 
tion 1 of the Act of September 26, 1941 (55 Stat.

(1) the National Guard of the United States; 

(2) the National Guard while in the service 
of the United States; 

(3) the federally recognized National Guard 
prior to 1933; 

(4) a federally recognized status in the Na- 
tional Guard prior to 1933; 

(5) the Officers’ Reserve Corps and the En- 
listed Reserve Corps prior to the enactment 
of Public Law 460, Eightieth Congress, ap- 
proved March 25, 198; 

(6) the Organized Reserve Corps: 

(7) the Army of the United States without 
component: 

(8) the Naval Reserve and the Naval Re- 
serve Force, excluding those members of the 
Fleet Reserve and the Fleet Naval Reserve 
transferred thereto after completion of six- 
teen or more years of active naval service: 

(9) the Marine Corps Reserve and the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve Force, excludine those 
members of the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
transferred thereto after completion of sixteen 
or more years of active naval service; 

(10) the Limited Service Marine Corps Re- 
serve; 

(11) the Naval Militia who have conformed 
to the standards prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy; 

(12) the National Naval Volunteers; 

(13) the Air National Guard; 

(14) the Air Force Reserve (Officers or En- 
listed sections) ; 

(15) the Air Force of the United States with- 
out component, and 

(16) the Coast Guard Reserve, 

(d) The term “active Federal service” shall 
include all periods of annual training duty 
and all prescribed periods of attendance at 
such service schools as have been, or may 
be designated as such by the Secretary of the 
Army, the Secretary of the Navy, and the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force for their respective 
services, or by law, or any other period of 
time when ordered to active duty under com- 
petent Federal orders. 

(e) With respect to personnel of the Army 
or the Air Force, service in the inactive Na- 
tional Guard or Air National Guard, in a 
nonfederally recognized status in the Na- 
tional Guard or Air National Guard,.or in an 
inactive Reserve section of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps or an inactive officers’ section 
of the Air Force Reserve shall not be deemed 
to be Federal service. 

(f) Subject to the provisions of swhsection 
(d) hereof, service on the Honorary Retired 
List of the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves 
shall not be deemed to be Federal service. 

Sec, 307, The Secretary of the Army with 
respect to personnel of the Army, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy with respect to personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, and the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force with re®pect to ner- 
sonnel of the Air Force, are authorized to 
prescribe such rules, regulations, and proce- 
dures as they may deem necessary to effec- 
tuate the provisions of this title. 

Sec, 308. Any person who has not attained 
the age of sixty years but is eligible in all 
other respects to receive retired pay under 
the provisions of this title may, at his own 
request, and by the direction of the Secretary 
of the cognizant service, be transferred to 
such inactive status list as has been, or may 
be established by law or regulation for the 
reserve components of the Army of the United 
States, Navy, Air Force of the United States, 
or Marine Corps. After the effective date of 
such transfer he shal! not be required to par- 
ticipate in any training or other program pre- 
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scribed for said reserve components, and he 
shall not be entitled to be credited with either 
additional active Federal service or additional 
Federal service in a reserve component other 
than active Federal service for the purpose 
of this title while he is in an inactive status. 
Any such person may, in the discretion of 
the cognizant service Secretary, be recalled 
to active status at any time, and if so recalled, 
he shall be credited with active Federal serv- 
ice or Federal service in a reserve component 
other than active Federal service, or both 
for the performance of such duty. 

Sec, 300. Service as a member of a reserve 
component shall be subject to the require- 
ments of the military services and appropria- 
tions available therefor from time to time, No 
person shall be ordered to active Federal Serv- 
ice for the sole purpose of qualifying for re- 
tirement benefits under this title. 

Sec, 310. No back pay or allowances for 
any period prior to the date of enactment 
thereof shall accrue to any person by reason 
of enactment of this title. 

Sec, 311, The provisions of this title, except 
as may be necessary to adapt the same thereto 
shall apply to personnel of the Coast Guard 
Reserve in relationship to the Coast Guard in 
the same manner and to the same extent as 
they apply to personnel of the Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve in relationship to the 
Navy: Provided, That wherever authority is 
given to the Secretary of the Navy, similar au- 
thority shall be deemed to be given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to be exercised with 
respect to the Coast Guard except at such time 
or times as the Coast Guard may be operat- 
ing under the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 312. The provisions of this title shall 
become effective for each of the services con- 
cerned when directed by the cognizant Sec- 
retary, but not later than the first day of the 
seventh month following the date of enact- 
ment, 

Sec, 313. There are hereby authorized to be 
appropriated such funds as may be necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this Act.

Education of AF Dependents 


Regulations setting forth the policies 
and administrative procedures pertaining 
to the program of education of dependents 
were issued this week in Air Force Reg- 
ulation No, 34-10. 

The objective of the program, the Air 
Force states, is to provide financial as- 
sistance from appropriated funds to com- 
manders concerned when such assistance 
is necessary to provide a public school 
education or an authorized equivalent to 
dependents of certain military and civil- 
ian personnel under their command, Ap- 
propriated funds allotted for thig pur- 
pose, however, will be used to provide 
only elementary and secondary education 
to eligible dependents. Tuition charge 
against parents will be held toa minimum 
and will be considered as a last resort. 

In other than occupied areas, depend- 
ents of military and Civil Service per- 
sonnel of the Department of the Air Force 
who occupy public quarters which are a 
part of the military reservation are con- 
sidered eligible dependents. Also eligible 
are those in occupied areas, dependents 
of United States military and American 
civilian personnel employed by any agency 
of the U. 8S. Government.

spring of 1947, B-29 Superfortresses have 
been flying to Germany regularly as part 
of the overall Air Force program to train 
crews on long range missions. 

USAFE, as part of its program, is as- 
sisting in the air rearmament of friend- 
ly powers, and is furnishing support to 
the U. S. Missions in Greece and Turkey. 
Cooperation with the forces and peoples 
of other United Nations so as to main- 
tain cordial relations and mutual under- 
standing is, of course, an essential part 
of the USAFB program. 

Troop carrier aircraft are in constant 
training to move troops and supplies to 
any point in case of disturbance or emer- 
gency. In addition, a limited number of 
these aircraft are utilized to provide air 
lift for personnel and supplies between 
the cities of the U. S. Zones of Occupa- 
tion. In the early days of the occupation, 
a much larger number of planes was used 
to meet this need since practically all 
commercial air lift throughout Germany 
had ceased. With the assistance of 
USAFE, commercial airlines of an in- 
creasing number of European countries 
are servicing Germany and Austria ‘o- 
day, in addition to regular flights to and 
from Germany by U. S. commercial air- 
lines, As an aid for Air Force planes, and 
to assist these commercial flights, 
USAFE has set up and maintains com- 
munications and navigational aids in the 
U. S. Zones. Such aids inxelude control 
towers, radio beacons, teletype networks 
weather stations, radio ranges and 
Ground Control Approach (GCA) fa- 
cilities. In the United States, many of 
these aids are operated under CAA 
supervision. 

Planes of the troop carrier units have 
been called on repeatedly in the past two 
years to participate in special mercy mis- 
sions. Typical of these, was the mission 
to England last year after the disastrous 
floods, when some 50 tons of emergency 
supplies were flown there. On another oc- 
easion, several transport planes were 
rushed to Egypt to spray DDT in the 
Cairo area during the cholera epidemic. 

Training of all personnel is a continu- 
ous function in USAFE, In addition to 
on-the-job training in all units, special 
schools are set up for supply personnel. 
radio operators, and GCA mechanics. For 
officers, a refresher training school is 
conducted in Wiesbaden, which the 
majority of USAF officers will attend 
during their tour of duty in Europe. 
In addition to the standard military 
courses at the school, is a special flight 
planning course for flying personnel. One 
of the most successful off-duty training 
courses has proven to be the CAA course 
for engine mechanics. Patterned after 
CAA training classes established at air 
bases in the U. S., these classes -were set 
up on an experimental basis last fall at 
one air base and have proven so successful 
that they are being conducted at most 
USAFE bases now. 

Like Army units in Germany, the Air 
Force maintains an active German 
Youth Activities program. Many enlisted 
men, civilians and officers participate in 
their off-duty time to assist in the re- 
education of German Youth. 

After the war, tremendous stocks of 
surplus and excess Air Force equipment 
were scattered in almost every country in 
Europe. Most of this equipment and ma- 
terial has been concentrated at one large 
depot where it could be screened, classi- 
fied and disposed of according to its use- 
fulness. Erding Air Depot, near Munich, 
was chosen and thousands of tons of Air 
Force surplus supplies and equipment 
flowed into the warehouses and storage 
yards of this depot. 

The screening and classification proj- 
ect there has resulted in a large money- 
saving for the Air Force and the U. 8. 
taxpayer. In a recent typical four-month 
period, revenue from supply screening 
activities netted more than $16,000,000 
over and above the total cost of operating 
the huge depot, including military and 
civilian payrolls. 

In addition to the disposal of surplus 
material and equipment, much of which 
is sold to friendly countries through the 
Office of Foreign Liquidation Commis- 














U. S. COAST GUARD 





N the recent hearings before the Sub- 

committee of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations in the House of Representa- 
tives, Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
told the committee that for the past three 
years the Coast Guard has “found itself 
with important peacetime duties to per- 
form” but with insufficient personnel and 
facilities to carry them out. “The facili- 
ties of the Coast Guard,” Secretary Sny- 
der said, “now represent a large invest- 
ment yet the service has been forced to 
defer maintenance and upkeep of plant 
and equipment in order to devote all 
available funds to the performance of its 
day-to-day rescue, inspection, and en- 
forcement functions. This policy is not 
good business practice and cannot be con- 
tinued much longer.” He later told the 
group that the $146,019,275 requested for 
fiscal 1949, is “the minimum amount 
needed to bring the Coast Guard back to 
an efficient operating basis.” The Secre- 
tary further stated that “it is a wise pre- 
caution and real economy to maintain 
the Coast Guard in a posture of high ef- 
ficiency and readiness, prepared upon in- 
stant notice to take its place in the first 
line of the Nation’s defenses.” 

Following the hearings, a bill, H.R. 
6758, covering Coast Guard appropria- 
tions for fiscal 1949, was reported to the 
House. Information on this bill was con- 
tained in THr ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
of 5 June.

sion, Erding is the supply center for all 
Air Force units in Lurope. 

USAFE has made available to the Ger- 
man economy certain scrap and salvage 
materials to aid in the rebuilding of 
peaceful industries and agriculture. In- 
cluded are such materials as scrap steel 
and aluminum and former explosives 
converted to fertilizer. 

USAFE is charged with the responsi- 
bility of maintaining and conducting 
major repairs and inspections on the air- 
craft of U. 8, Air and Military attaches 
stationed in Europe, North Africa and 
the Middle East. Aircraft surplus to the 
needs of the occupation are stored, tlown 
back to the U. S., scrapped for parts, or 
sold. Aircraft that are sold to other coun- 
tries are withdrawn from storage and 
put in flying condition before being 
turned over to the OFIC for sale. 

Although the mission of the U. S. Air 
Forces in Europe has changed to meet 
changing conditions, the main objectives 
of the U. S. Air Force based in Europe 
have been and remain the maintenance 
of a small, well-trained, efficient aerial 
force for the support of the foreign 
policies of the U. 8., support of U. S. 
Military Government and the disposition 
of surplus U, 8. property.

Test New Lockheed 

The second of the Navy’s giant Consti- 
tutions, fully equipped to carry 92 
passengers with provisions for 7300 cubic 
feet of cargo, successfully completed its 
first test flight at Burbank, Calif., last 
week-end. 

The Navy revealed that the second of 
the two giant airplanes, being built by 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation for use 
on global air transport routes, will be 
test-flown for several weeks before de- 
livery this Summer. 

The initial test flight lasted about two 
hours and was completely routine, Take- 
off and landing were made from the 6,000- 
foot runway at Lockheed Air Terminal 
in Burbank, and during the flight over 
the desert the airplane’s stall character- 
istics and general handling were checked 
out at 25,000 feet. 

More than 200 hours of test flying have 
been logged on the first Constitution, the 
Navy said, and all the basic testing on 
the first airplane hag been satisfactorily 
completed, with the airplane exceeding 
Navy specifications in every respect. 

A Navy flight crew, headed by Comdr. 
William M. Collins, has been assigned to 
the Lockheed plant for familiarization 
and flight training with the two air- 
planes. This crew will take over opera- 
tion of the Constitutions on their de- 
livery to the Navy. 





St. Lo Hospital 


Construction of a memorial hospital in 
St. Lo, France, dedicated to troops of the 
United States 29th and 35th Infantry Di- 
visions, will be started 18 July when the 
cornerstone of the new structure will be 
laid. The small city of St. Lo was liberated 
by the two Divisions, 18 July 1944, after 
several weeks of air bombardment and 
heavy ground fighting in which most of 
its buildings, including two hospitals, 
were destroyed.

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WAC-WAVE-WAF Bill Now 
Law 

President Truman has signed into law 
the Women’s Armed Services Integration 
Act of 1948, which, for the first time in 
history, will make women outside the 
Medical Services a part of the Regular 
Forces of the United States. 

The act fixes at two per cent of the 
strength of the Regular Establishment the 
number of Women who may serve at any 
one time as Regulars. Initially, a build- 
up to the following strengths at the end 
of two years from passage of the act is 
authorized : Army — 500 officers, 75 war- 
rant officers, 7,500 enlisted women; Navy 
—h00 officers, 20 warrant officers, 6,000 
enlisted women ; Marines—100 officers, 10 
warrant officers, 1,000 enlisted women, and 
Air Force—300 officers, 40 warrant offi- 
cers, and 4,000 enlisted women. 

Reserve Section 

The Army is authorized to establish a 
reserve section which together with the 
Regular component will supplant com- 
pletely, after one year, the present tem- 
porary “Women’s Army Corps, Army of 
the United States.” The Navy and Ma- 
rines at present have women’s components 
of the Reserve, from which women will be 
transferred to the appropriate reserve 
components. The Air Force will not estab- 
lish a separate reserve section for women, 
but is authorized to enlist and appoint 
women in the officers’ and enlisted sec- 
tions of the existing Air Force Reserve. 

The present strength of the WAC, in- 
cluding Army and Air elements, is about 
875 officers and 6,000 enlisted women. The 
Navy and Marine components together 
total approximately 425 officers and 1,800 
enlisted women. 

Appointments First Two Years 

During the first two years the new law 
authorizes the appointment of regular offi- 
cers in four groups equally spaced, the 
first comprising 40 per cent of the au- 
thorized initial number followed by three 
increments of 20 per cent each. Initially, 
women will be enlisted in the Navy and 
Marine Corps from those having served 
during World War II. Enlisted women 
for the WAC and Women in the Air Force, 
it is expected, will be admitted to the reg- 
ular services first from among present 
members and later from among former 
members and women with no prior serv- 
ice. 

The law provides that the directors of 
the women’s services in the Regular 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps must be 
regular officers. The director of the Wom- 
en in the Air Force may be either a regu- 
lar or a reserve officer. The first selection 
of regular officers will be completed six 
months from now. It is expected that at 
present Col. Mary Hallaren will remain 
~ Director of the Women’s Army Corps; 
Capt. Joy Bright Hancock as Director of 
the Women’s Naval Reserve; Maj. Julia 
FE. Hamblet as Director of the Marine 
Corps Women’s Reserve. A Director of 
Women in the Air Force will be named 
later. 

Officers will be transferred or in- 
tegrated in the Regular services in ranks 
ranging from Second Lieutenant (Ensign 
in the Navy) to Major (Lieutenant Com- 
mander). The law provides for perma- 
nent ranks as high as Lieutenant Colonel 
(Commander). Under the law, the direc- 
tors will have the emqet ary grade of 
Colonel (Captain in the } Navy).

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Promotion, Pay and Training 

Promotions will be administered in a 
manner parallel to procedures in effect 
for the male components of the regular 
services. 

Pay and allowance scales for all grades 
will be identical with those in effect for 
male personnel, except that no woman will 
receive allowances for husband or chil- 
dren unless such persons are actually de- 
pendent upon her. 

It is planned that training centers will 
be established by the services as follows: 
Army, Camp Lee, Petersburg, Va.; Navy 
enlisted training at the Naval Training 
Center, Great Lakes, IL, and officer in- 
doctrination “ the General Line School, 
Newport, R. I.; Marines, enlisted train- 
ing at Sianiontan Hall, Arlington, Va., 
and officer training at the Marine Corps 
School, Quantico, Va.; and Air Force, 
an air base in the San Antonio, Texas, 
area. 

Passage of the Women’s Armed Serv- 
ices Integration Act creates for the first 
time a separate women’s component in 
the Air Force. WACs had previously 
served with the Air Force but not as a 
branch separate from the Army’s WAC. 
They will hereafter be known as WAFS.

Colonel May, who 
was graduated with 
the first WAC offi- 
cer Candidate class 
at Des Moines, Iowa, 
in August 1942, has 
spent most of her six years military service 
with the Air Force. During World War IT she 
served as a WAC Staff Director for Air Trans 
port Command which had under its jurisdic- 
tion 6,000 WAC enlisted personne! and officers 
at 29 ATC bases in the United States and 12 
in Canada, Alaska, Labrador, the British 
Isles, North and Central Afriea, India, the Ha- 
walian Islands, and Bermuda, 

Born in Albany, N. Y. in 1895 Col, May was 
the first of 18 WAC officers to be assigned to 
the Air Force. She was appointed WAC Staff 
Director for Air Transport Command in 
March 1943 and remained in that capacity un- 
til 1946, when she was assigned to the War 
Department General Staff at Washington, 
a. €. 

In January, 1947, she was appointed WAC 
Staff Director for the Army Ground Forces 
at Ft, Monroe, Virginia, where ske supervised 
the activities of all WAC personnel in the 
six Armies. Last January she was trans- 
ferred to Army headquarters, and assigned 
to the office of the Executive for Reserve and

ROTC Affairs to formulate a program for 
WACS in the Reserve.

Women’s Army Corps, told the ArMy 
AND Navy JOURNAL this week. 

Colonel Hallaren stressed the need for 
a “quality” Woman’s Army Corps, and 
declared that the WAC’s will be highly 
selective in obtaining both officer and en- 
listed personnel. 

At the earliest possible date, Colonel 
Hallaren said officer selection boards will 
be appointed. Work will begin immediate- 
ly, however, on the problem of screening 
applications for Regular Army status. 
The WAC Chief said that the integration 
program for women would be identical 
with that of men in the Regular Army 
with one exception. Reserve officers of 
the Woman’s Army Corps applying for 
the Regular Army will not be held down 
to the same grade they held in the WAC 
AUS. For example a captain, who upon 
application is found by the screening 
branch to have qualifications for higher 
rank, will be recommended for that 
higher rank to the Selection Board. If her 
age and general education and capability 









indicate a higher grade she may be ap- 
pointed a major or a lieutenant colonel in 
the Regular Army. 

All applicants may apply for either the 
Regular Army or the Reserve whatever 
their choice may be. Applications are then 
passed upon by a screening board and 
classified for action by the Selection 
Board. 

Mnlisted personnel will be given the 
same opportunity of advancement through 
the career guidance plan as is given male 
personnel. A training center will be es- 
tablished at Camp Lee, Petersburg, Va., 
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and Officer Candidate Schools will also 
be established for enlisted personnel wish- 
ing to try for commissions.

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Greek Situation Improved 

The military situation in Greece was 
likened to our own troubles with Agui- 
naldo in the Philippines and the late Pan- 
cho Villa in Mexico in testimony before 
a House Appropriations Committee dur- 
ing hearings on the Foreign Aid Bill for 
1949. Secretary of Army Kenneth Royall 
declared considerable progress has been 
made in our program to aid the Greeks, 
through their Army, to resist the revolu- 
tionary efforts of Communist-inspired 
guerrillas. 


Secretary Royall’s Testimony 

Excerpts from Mr. Royall’s testimony 
follow: 

“In Greece, because of the assistance we got 
from this program and what was done, con- 
siderable progress has been made in recent 
months and weeks as the result of the first 
really organized corps unit campaign. 

“The question sometimes arises: Why do 
we need so many men and so much equipment 
to fight so few? The Greek Army now runs 
to about 147,000, of which 15,000 is a more 
or less temporary increase, leaving about 
132,000. 

“The estimate of the number in the guer- 
rilla foree is about 25,000, although their 
estimate has been varying up and down. 

“The reason for the disparity is, in the first 
place, it is necessary for the Greek troops 
to provide garrison against unexpected ,and 
unpredictable attacks from the guerrillas; who 
have made quite a reputation for their fe- 
rocity, The second thing is that the guerrillas, 
by their very nature, are not themselves static 
and their exact location is frequently indefi- 
nite. And a third thing is that there has 
undoubtedly been support at various points 
by the adjoining countries. 

“Those three factors have made it necessary 
to have considerably greater numbers of 
troops to combat the guerrillas, and that is 
not strange, because we have had the same 
situation in the Philippines with Aguinaldo, 
and with Villa in Mexico and with Sandro in 
Nicaragua. It always was considerably more 
difficult and more troublesome to fight a 
guerrilla band, particularly in cases as this, 
where they have long, mountainous, vulnera- 
ble frontiers, bordering Albania, Yugoslavia, 
and Bulgaria. 

War of Attrition 

“With the help of this program considera- 
ble progress has been made; it has given them 
a corps of 132,000, and has given them equip- 
ment to create a national guard of about 
50,000 so that the regular corps could be re- 
lieved. 

“Already there has been spent, in the past 
year, $173,000,000, which is about 50 per cent 
of the total sum earmarked under the first 
legislation. 

“There has been a steady war of attrition 
first against the guerrillas through more or 
less isolated and sporadic efforts as they 
could find them, to attack them, but with the 
establishment of the national guard and with 
what they have they have already undertaken 
to plan defensive operations. 

“TI think it may be of interest to the com-

An apparent stalemate in negotiations 
between operators and the United Mine 
Workers of America for a new working 
contract beginning 1 July has cast a pall 
of gloom over securities markets that sent 
most shares downward from one-half to 
two points during the week—the only ex- 
ceptions being oils and power groups. 

A stoppage in the bituminous fields 
would shut down scores of industries, 
many of which are still struggling to re- 
turn to normal after the March-April 
coal production stoppage. From this point 
it looks as though the Federal Govern- 
ment will be compelled to intervene 
through the medium of injunction if a 
complete stoppage of bituminous mining 
is to be prevented. 


However, there is not at this time any 
indication that the Administration will 
make such a move in an election year un- 
less pressure of public opinion is such 
that there will be no other course. 

Coincidental with securities declines, 
there has been a marked drop in the 
offering of new securities, $10,000,000 
being the total for the week against an 
average weekly offering of $50,000,000 up 
to 1 June. 

Commodities markets have remained 
firm, although there were minor declines 
in cotton, vegetable oils and fats. Wheat 
was the only commodity which showed 
any tendency to advance, with futures 
moving upward due in part to adverse 
weather reports. 

Despite the threatened coal mine stop- 
page, employment continues at high levels, 
while real estate markets and construc- 
tion activity have been on upward trends 
after more than six weeks in practically 
statie positions. 

Bank loans to commercial and indus- 
trial operations have gone off slightly and 
there have been no new offerings of Fed- 
eral securities which would account fore 
this. 

Daily Treasury receipts have slipped 
back below expenditures, but the Treas- 
ury surplus stands in-excess of $7 billion 
with indications that it may be down to 
around $4 billion by the end of the year. 


Merchant Marine 

The threatened nation-wide maritime 
strike scheduled to begin this week, has 
been postponed for a brief period by tem- 
porary restraining orders issued in Fed- 
eral courts in New York, Cleveland, and 
San Francisco. The orders were requested 
by the office of Attorney General Tom 
Clark at the direction of President Tru- 
man. They bar a walkout by seven unions 
threatening to strike, and also bar lock- 
outs by any of the 228 shipping com- 
panies and associations employing the 
unions’ members. 

Before the orders expire, 24 June, Fed- 
eral Court hearings in the three cities 
will determine whether the strike should 
be enjoined for the full 80 days provided 
in the injunctive clauses of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 

The three unions involved have indi- 
cated they will comply with the court 
orders. Joseph Curran, NMU President, 
made public a telegram from his union to 
all its ports, directing the regular func- 
tioning of the union, and urging that all re- 
quests for manning be filled. He said that 
any stoppages of work which could: be 
looked upon as contempt of the restrain- 
ing order should be avoided. 

Meanwhile, the Committee for the Com- 
panies -and Agents, Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts, filed charges of unfair labor 
practices with the New York office of the 
National Labor Relations Board against 
the National Maritime Union. Aimed at 
obtaining an early determination of the 
validity of the employment clause, the 
petition charged the union with failure 
to bargain collectively on this issue 
which is the key to the present maritime 
labor dispute. 

The American Bureau of Shipping has 
announced that it is establishing a new 
office in Saudi-Arabia with headquarters 
at Ras Tanura, convenient to the ship 
terminals. Peter W. McClem, formerly 
of the Bureau’s Galeston, Texas, office, 
will be in charge of this new Persian 
Gulf district office. In view of the large 
amount of tanker traffic developing in 
the region, it has been necessary for the 
Bureau to establish representation at this 
point. 





graphic representation of just what has been 
accomplished, It will not take very long and 
I will ask Colonel Roddy at a little later time 
to present that to you. 

“Some of the recent operations have been 
very successful; they had a very successful 
campaign in which about 2,000 guerrillas were 
either killed or taken prisoner—I think about 
800 or 900 were killed and the rest were taken 
prisoner, with a comparative small loss, about 
200, total loss, on the part of the Greek Army. 

“They are planning a subsequent campaign 
of a somewhat general nature, and the hope 
is that they will be successful, 

“Already there has been noted a considera- 
ble decrease in the morale of the guerrilla 
ranks, That is indicated by the bombastic 
proclamation that the leaders are issuing, the 
rumors they are spreading, that assistance 
will come from the neighboring states, and it 
is based upon interrogation of guerrilla pris- 
oners who are found to be not only tired 
physically but also to be low in spirit. 

“We hope with the expenditure of these 
funds to get the guerrilla problem to police 


proportions rather than to military-operation 
proportions.” 





Secretary Draper to Europe 

Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. 
Royall announced this week that Under 
Secretary William H. Draper, jr., will 
leave on an inspection trip of European 
areas abount 25 June for a period of two 
to three weeks. 

It has been nearly a year since Mr. 
Draper, then a major general on the staff 
of General Lucius D. Clay, has visited 
the European occupation zones. As Un- 
der Secretary, one of his principal duties 
concerns occupation problems. It is con- 
templated: that Mr. Draper’s trip will 
take him to Greece and Turkey in addi- 
tion to the occupied zones if time permits. 
He will be accompanied by Lt. Gen 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, Director of Plans

Navy Ship to Palestine

phibious cargo ship. 

The equipment, consisting of seven mo- 
bile radio sets with operators to furnish 
communications for the military observy- 
ers, was supplied by the Navy at the 
request of the State Department. The 
U. 8S. Naval forces presently stationed in 
the Mediterranean were directed to fur- 
nish the equipment in order to eliminate 
delay in delivery. The radio equipment 
was needed to meet the urgent require- 
ments of the United Nations Truce Com- 
mission. 

Upon completion of the delivery, the 
Marquette will return to her normal 
duties with the Sixth Fleet now cruising 
in central Mediterranean waters. The 
vessel is commanded by Captain O. L. 
Livdahl. 


Gray, Collins to Alaska 

Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. 
Royall announced this week that As- 
sistant Secretary of the Army Gordon 
Gray and General J. Lawton Collins, 
Deputy Army Chief of Staff, would leave 
Washington early in July for an inspec- 
tion trip to Alaska. 

The inspecting party will be gone from 
Washington about two weeks. While in 
Alaska they will visit Army installations, 
including those at Ft. Richardson, Big 
Delta, Nome, Adak and Whittier.

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Navy Deficiency Appropriation 
The House this week passed and sent to 

the Senate H. R. 6935 carrying deficiency 

appropriations for the Department of the 

Navy totaling $47,983,200, a figure $22,- 
016,800 under the Department’s request 

for $70,000,000. The reductions were 

made in the Committee on Appropriations 
which, in reporting the bill, explained the 
euts as follows: 

“Transportation of things, 1948.—The com- 
mittee has declined to allow at this time the 
budget estimate of $20,000,000. Testimony in- 
dicated that the exact amount of the de- 
ficiency on this item is still a matter of con- 
siderable uncertainty. The Navy is author- 
ized by law to incur a deficiency on this ap- 
propriation. Since the submission of the 
original 1948 budget estimates, several 
freight-rate increases have been approved by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, certain 
postage rates have increased and there has 
been an increase in the amount of freight 
shipped, which could not be avoided, 

Bureau of Yards and Docks 

“Public works (continuing).—The commit- 
tee considered a budget estimate calling for 
an appropriation of $50,000,000 cash, plus con- 
tract authorization in the amount of $66,500,- 
000. The justifications in support of this esti- 
mate proposed projects within the continental 
limits of the United States in the sum of $59,- 
913,718, and outside the continental limits 
of $56,586,282, a total of $116,500,000. The com- 
mittee is approving a total availability of 
$97,983,200, of which $50,000,000 is in the form 
of contract authorization, and recommends 
projects in the continental limits of the 
United States totaling $47,982,200 and outside 
the continental limits totaling $50,000,000. 

“The Navy has authority to use the cash 
provided in the bill for starting either con 
tinental projects or those outside, It is felt 
that the amount of cash allowed will be ample 
to provide for the expenditure needs through 
the fiseal year 1949. The contract authority 
provided will enable the Navy to make con 
tracts and get work under way where the ac- 
tual cash will not be required until later. 

“The committee has denied the request of 
$60,000 to purchase land at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Key West, Fla., which the Navy now 
leases from Monroe County, Fla. Testimony 
indicated that it*was the intention of the 
Navy to pay the county for the land and at 
the same time give back to the county certain 
aviation rights. The committee feels that this 
project should be restudied and if the Navy 
really needs the land, should arrange for pur- 
chase on an outright basis rather than to 
handle the matter in the manner proposed. 

“The hearings developed that the proposed 
hospital and medical center for Guam was on 
a much more elaborate scale than would ac- 
tually be necessary and testimony was given 
indicating that instead of a 1,000-bed hospital 
being required for the Navy, a 500-bed hos- 
pital would be sufficient to care for the re- 
quirements of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force. The committee has accordingly al- 
lowed $5,000,000 toward the start of this proj- 
ect but does so with the recommendation that 
the over-all planned cost be considerably re- 
duced. The committee does recognize the de- 
sirability of building the hospital upon a 
chassis suitable for handling 750 beds so that 
an addition of 250 beds could be made at a 
later date if necessary without having to in- 
Stall additional basic plant facilities to han- 
dle such an increase. It is believed that cer- 
tain proposed items could be eliminated from 
the medical center without in any way lessen- 
ing the quality of medical service that should 
be provided the patient. 

“The committee has deleted proposed 
language which would have consolidated the 
money appropriated in this bill with the bal- 

ances of public works’ funds appropriated 
in lump Sums during the war years. It js the 
desire of the committee, agreed to by the 
Navy in the hearings, that it would be desir- 
able to start a new accounting of this pro- 
stam similar to the policy which was adopted 
for the fiscal year 1948 in connection with the 
shipbuilding program. The bill provides two 
Sums of $1,500,000 each for miscellaneous 
Items that might be needed, one in the con- 
ee United States and one outside, with 
anguage so worded as to restrict its use 
to existing facilities.”

Army’s New School Catalog 

The Department of the Army will soon 
publish its first “Army School Catalog” 
giving specific, factual, and complete in- 
formation on all school courses embraced 
within the extensive Army Schoo] Train- 
ing System. 

The catalog, totaling 528 pages in a 
loose-leaf binder, has been compiled as a 
means of informing all personnel, com- 
missioned and enlisted, of all components 
of the Army, the Regular Establishment, 
National Guard and Reserve, in all eche- 
lons, with a factual reference guide to 
the many Army School courses within 
the Army School Training system. The 
Department states that such a selection 
catalog will not only permit proper plan- 
ning of School training and proper stu- 
dent selection, but, equally important, pro- 
vide all Army personnel with adequate 
knowledge of the school training oppor- 
tunities within the Army which help make 
service in the Army a real career. 

The catalog will be published in loose- 
leaf form to permit its ready amendment 
and to keep it up to date. No more than 
one course has been placed on any one 
page. Indexes have been provided listing 
the courses alphabetically by their title 
and by MOS number for enlisted courses. 

One hundred and thirty-six officer 
courses are listed in the catalog. These 
officer courses run the gamut from Offi- 
cers’ Basic course for newly commis- 
sioned officers of all areas and services 
to the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege courses, and from the Strategic In- 
telligence course to the Neuropsychiatric 
Nursing course. Such officer courses are 
listed as the radar electronics course, the 
Japanese Language course, the Harbor 
Craft Marine Course, the Counter- 
Intelligence Methods course, the Guided 
Missiles course and others. Officer courses 
also include Basic, Associate, and Ad- 
vanced courses of the several arms of 
the services, in addition to va.ious medi- 
cal, transportation, signal and other tech- 
nical specialties, and a wide variety of 
language courses, 

The catalog also contains 198 enlisted 
courses, which cover the widest variety 
of subjects, running from an Airborne 
Pathfinder course to the Shoe Repair 
course, from Infantry Non-commissioned 
Officer course to a Dental Mechanics 
course. 

Commenting upon the new catalog, Lt. 
Gen. John B. Hull, Acting Director of 
Organization and Training, Army General 
Staff, declared that the Army is justly 
proud of its school system, the extent 
of which can be judged from the new 
catalog. 

“National security depends in large 
measure on the adequacy of the training 
of our Armed Forces, and the schools are 
the cornerstones of the training struc- 
ture,” General Hull said. “Modern armies 
require training not only in those strictly 
military arts generally associated with 
Army schools, but in an ever-increasing 

number of technical skills as they are 
adapted to the Army. Our school system 
recognizes these requirements by provid- 
ing a wide range of courses to meet the 
Army’s needs.” 

Lt. Gen. Willard S. Paul, Director of 
Personnel and Administration, Army 
General Staff, regards the new catalog as 
the most important tool in the career 
guidance program of the Army. 

“Here can be found for the first time 
in one publication that vast array of 
school training open to officers and en- 
listed men in the Army,” General Paul 
said. ‘The selection criteria found in the 
Army School Catalog for each school 
course will materially assist classifica- 
tion of other personnel officers in making 
selection of personnel for school attend- 
ance.” 





Army Engineers Anniversary 

The Corps of Engineers celebrated its 
173d birthday this week. 

Since the day before the Battle of 
Bunker Hill, the Army Engineers have 
served the country through six major 
wars, and as the civil works agency for 
the control and prevention of floods, and 
for the improvement of our navigable 
rivers and harbors, have contributed a 
full and economical engineering service 
for the American people. 

On 16 June, 1775, by an act of the 
Continental Congress, the Corps of En- 
gineers was established. The law provided 
for a Chief of Engineers and two as- 


was set at $60 a month. The Chief of the 
Quartermaster Corps provided by the 
Same act received $40 a month. Today, 
the Corps can point to the Capitol Build- 
ing, the Washington Monument, the Li- 
brary of Congress, and the Lincoln Memo- 
rial, as structures it was instrumental in 
planning and building. 

Innumerable also are the harbors— 
such as New York, San Francisco, and 
Baltimore—and other landmarks, such as 
the Panama Canal, that owe their con- 
ception to the Corps. Today, more than 
200 major streams are included in the 
Corps of Engineers’ comprehensive inter- 
basin plan for the development of the 
nation’s natural resources. 

Through the years the Corps of En- 
gineers expanded until during World War 
II it reached a war-time strength of more 
than 750,000 men—the third largest 
branch in the Army.

In the past several issues 
JOURNAL there have been many letters 
from various readers who have felt the 
urge to “blow off steam” in the columns 
of your periodical, with P.L. 381 and 
USAF officer selections as the principal 
targets of their invective. 

I would like’to express the opinion of 
at least one pre-war officer who followed 
the Flying Cadet-Reserve Officer-Regular 
Officer route, this opinion to be concerned 
mainly with the individuals who have 
written on the above subjects rather than 
with the subjects themselves. It would 
appear that P.L. 381 was about as good 
an answer as any to a difficult problem ; 
it would also appear that the present 
Selection Boards are, by and large, doing 
their jobs in a superior manner. 

The complaints of some of our older 
officers are invalid when they complain 
of the rapid advancement of some of our 
younger officers. Non-progressive thought 
coupled with professional lethargy is no 
qualification for advancement to general 
officer rank—and many of our older offi- 
cers seem to be suffering from acute 
thrombosis of the brain. They are the 
ones who have done a “good job” from 
time immemorial but have been unable 
or unwilling to exert themselves in con- 
structive thought, and find themselves 
in the permanent and/or temporary rank 
of colonel, by virtue of the passage of 
time. 

The complaints of some of our inte- 
grated officers is also invalid when they 
complain about the low percentage of in- 
tegrated officers thus far selected for 
higher permanent grade. A recent reader 
notes that only 5.6% of integrated offi- 
cers were selected for the rank of perma- 
nent colonel versus 94.4% of pre-war 
regular officers. I personally think the 
5.6% was too high—it should have been 
nearer 1%. There is no logic in the idea 
that an officer of relatively advanced age 
and limited experience is a better candi- 
date for high staff or command assign- 
ments than is the officer of slightly less 
age and considerably more experience, 
assuming the officers to be approximately | 
equal in intelligence. (The age of the | 
former officer, of course, determined his 
relative rank upon integration.) Nor 
there any logic in the thought that the 
individual who obtained a direct commis- 
Sion in the war-—after a more or less 
successful career as a bank clerk, en- 
gineer or salesman—and was integrated 
is a better prospect for such assignments 
than is the officer of two or three times 
the experience and equal age but whose 
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through the flying school before the war, 
remained on continuous active duty as 
a reserve officer, successively failed all 
pre-war competitive examinations for 
regular commissions, and was finally in- 
tegrated when the bottom of the barrel 
was reached, thereby being relieved of 
the prospect of having to scratch in a 
highly competitive civilian world for a 
living, when, during this whole period, his 
contemporary in the flying school, having 
successfully passed a competitive exam- 
ination before the war and having re- 
ceived a regular commission, was advanc- 
ing professionally and performing his as- 
signments in a superior manner, but is 
younger than his bottom-of-the-barrel 
classmate. Nor is there any logic in the 
thought that the energetic young officer 
of limited vision but superior flying abil- 
ity who rapidly rose to high command 
position in actual combat is a better offi- 
cer than the more level-headed officer of 
greater experience, more mature thought 
and vision, and equal tactical ability. 

In brief, neither the older, profession- 
ally stagnant officers nor the integrated 
officers of limited service experience have 
valid “beefs” against the selection boards. 
The fact that the board saw fit to select 
integrated officers to the extent of 5.6% 
of the total list is sufficient evidence that 
every consideration was shown such offi- 
cers in spite of their extremely limited 
qualifications for such high rank, 

Temporary Colonel 
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Questions AF Promotions 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

General Spaatz states in a letter to all 
general officers, dated 17 March 1948, that 
the selections of permanent grade gen- 
erals made by the first selection boards 
were based, among other things, on “the 
personal knowledge that board members 
had of the qualifications of officers being 
considered.” 

Section 507 (a) (8) of P.L. 381 (Page 
10) specifically directs that each member 
of a selection board “swear or affirm” that 
he will make his selections “without prej- 
udice or partiality.” It would seem that 
the basic principle of P.L. 381 has been 
violated in the first list of general officer 
nominations and that members of the 
boards have misinterpreted thé meaning 
of their oath. 

Maj. Gen. St. Clair Streett sat on the 
selection board that considered Lt. Gen- 
eral Quesada for promotion to permanent 
brigadier general. This violated Sec. 507 
(a) (4) of P.L. 381. 

General Streett also sat on the colonels’ 
selection board which considered many 
officers who were eligible for considera- 
tion by the brigadier generals’ board of 
which he was a member. This violates 
the principle expounded in Sec. 507 (a) 
(3). 

Lt. Gen. Rawlings was considered by 
the colonels’ board. He outranks, in tem- 
porary rank, the whole board, Another 
violation of Sec, 507 (a) (4). 

Sec. 515 (c) provides that temporary 
rank shall be given “on a fair and equita- 
ble basis, regard being given to seniority 
and age.” The Air Force has disregarded 
this. (April List of Temporary General 
Officers). 

In placing the consideration of all offi- 
cers who held temporary general grades 
during the war ahead of consideration of 
all senior officers of the applicable promo- 
tion list, the Air Force has violated the 
provisions of 510 (b), 511 (b), and 512 
(b). The names of junior officers holding 
temporary general officer grades were to 
he “added thereto” the list. (See page 6, 9 
Feb., paper from Director of Military Per- 
sonnel for order in which Air Force se- 
lections were made). 

Sec. 510 (c), 511 (c), and 512 (e) di- 
rects that there shall be permanent recom- 
mended lists for the grades of colonel, 
brigadier general and major general. 
When vacancies exist, the law provides 
that they shall be filled by officers whose 
names are on these lists. 

Certain conditions for retirement de- 
pend upon whether an officer’s name is 
on one of these permanent recommended 
lists for promotion to the next highest

Retired Army Officers 


Ruling on 


(retired) pay, and active 





duty subsequent to retirement, the Comp- 
troller General this week ruled: 

“An Army officer who, at the time of retire- 
ment under section 5 of the act of 31 July 
1935, had completed the 29 years’ service spe- 
cifically fixed thereunder as the maximum 
service which could be credited in determin- 
ing the percentage rate for retired pay pur- 
poses is not entitled, because of active duty 
after retirement, to have his percentage rate 
increased to the maximum stipulated in sec- 
tion 15 of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942— 
the purpose of such maximum being to per- 
mit retired officers to attain that rate by ac- 
tive duty after retirement where it could have 
been attained by additional service prior to 
retirement under the statute authorizing their 
retirement. 

“An Army officer retired pursuant to the 
provisions of section 5 of the act of 31 July 
1935, with over 27 years’ service and who was 
recalled to active dutv so that he has now 
completed more than 30 years’ active service 
is entitled, under section 15 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942, to have his retired 
pay computed at 72% percent (the maximum 
limit which could be attained under the 1935 
act) of the active-duty pay as an officer with 
over 30 years’ service.”

Naval Appropriation 


The Senate on 15 June, by voice vote, 
passed the Navy Appropriation Bill carry. 
ing $3,812,170,250 for the fiscal year end- 
ing 30 June 1949; an increase of $125. 
437,000 over the House-passed appropria- 
tion, but $124,568,450 under the budget 
estimate. ; 

Increases, made in the Committee on 
Appropriations, were accepted by the up- 
per Chamber without debate after brief 
explanations by Senator Leverett Salton- 
stall (R-Mass.), a member of the Com. 
mittee on Armed Services. 

Among the boosts made by the Senate 
were $20 000,000 for the Bureau of Ships 
which the House had alloted $350,000- 
000; $38,000,000 for the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, given $210,000,000 in the House 
bill; $18,000,000 for the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, given $1,676,432,650 
by the House; $30,000,000 to the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, given $575,000,000 in the 
House bill; $9,000,000 for exploration of 
Naval Petroleum Reserve No. 4, given 
only $245,000 in the House bill; and $5- 
000,000 for civilian salaries, alloted $30,- 
111,000 in the House version. 

Subsequently, the committee of con- 
ferees between ‘the House and Senate 
agreed on sums splitting the difference 
between the amounts voted by the two 
houses. 

In submitting its report and recom- 
mendations, the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations said in part: 

Fleet 

“This bill will permit the Department of 
the Navy to allocate to the active fleet: 277 
naval combatant ships, 486 auxiliary com 
batant ships, 763 total active. To the reserve 
fleet: 664 major combatant ships, 1,215 other 
vessels, 1,879 total reserve, 

“This calls for the maintenance and preser- 
vation in a state of readiness of virtually the 
same size fleet as provided by the 148 fiscal 
year appropriations. Representing, as it does, 
the world’s most formidable Navy, it is a real 
national asset and merits the continued con- 
fidence and support of this Congress and the 
nation. ’ 

Construction of Ships 

“Since this bill appropriates funds for ship 
construction and conversions begun before 
the fiscal year 1949, but does not specify the 
amount of contract authorization for addi- 
tional conversions or shipbuilding and ord- 
nance, the committee invites attention to the 
legal authority which permits the Depart- 
ment of the Navy to start construction of 
ships. This procedure works as follows: 

“There is presently available to the Navy 
as a composite result of authorization laws, 
1,161,718 tons of combatant vessels, ; 

“The total standard displacement of six 
new ships contemplated in the 1949 program 
is estimated at about 75,000 tons. The balance 
of tons is available to the Navy until used. 
Furthermore, certain parts of existing ton- 
nage authorizations are self-perpetuating 
since new tonnage authorization becomes 
available as existing ships are lost or other- 
wise disposed of or become over-age. 

“Seventeen conversions in the present pre 
gram are authorized by by Public Law 319 
of the Eightieth Congress. There is no limita- 
tion as to the number of ships which can be 
converted under this authority. 

Aircraft Procurement 

“Although the naval aircraft procurement 
program submitted at this session has al- 
ready been approved, the committee desires 
to make a few observations. In order to main- 
tain the authorized level of 14,500 available 
aircraft, it will be necessary to procure ap- 
proximately 3,300 each fiscal year, At pres 
ent costs it is estimated that expenditures for 
the purpose will reach a peak in 1952 of ap- 
proximately $1,800,000,000 annually as -— 
trasted with an estimated expenditure © 
$430,000,000 during 1949. Obviously, expendi 
tures during the next fiscal year represent 
only the, beginning increments of a much 
heavier level of expenditure needs to —_ 
tain our established goal of adequate nava
